ASHINGTON, March 1.—[Ex.- 
clusive Dispatch.}] Just before 
the Rivers and Harbors Commit- 
tee concluded its work today, an ap- 
propriation of $300,500 was put into 
the Rivers and Harbors Bill for the 
improvement of San Pedro inner har- 
bor, officially known as Wiimi 
Harbor. This item goes into the bill 
as a straight-out direct appropriation 
made in cash, without continuing con- 
tract accessories. 

It is believed by the Rivers and Har- 
bors Committee that this amount of 
money will be sufficient for work upon 
the harbor for some time to come. Of 
this amount $250,000 is a new and di- 
rect appropriation, and $50,500 is an 
appropriation made in 1896 for 
Pedro inner harbor, under certain con. 
tingencies, but Which bas never been 
expended, and had to be reappropriated 
in order to be available. 


This victory for San. Pedro inner 
harbor is due to the trip taken last 
summer by members of the Rivers 
and Harbors Committee, who went to 
California and made a personal inspec- 
tion of this work. Their decision 
shows that those alarniists who have 
been declaring that the breakwater 
was in danger, were not following sen- 
sible lines. And it may be said, also, 
that in the final vote upon the inner 
harbor appropriation today, Chairman 
Burton voted for putting the _appro- 
'priation into the bill, and that had it 
not been for the fact that he came 
around in favor of the appropriation, it 
could not have gone into the bill. 

The motion to put in the appropria- 
tion was made by Representative Mc- 
Lachian, after the committee had 
spent a very considerable amount of 
time in discussing what should be done 
for this harbor project. In the dis- 
cussion it developed that there was no 
member of the committee who re- 
mained distinctly antagonistic to San 
Pedro, and, though there were sev-

Best-sugar Men Will Combine Against 


| Protection for Steel Trust if Their 


Interests ate Menaced—Party Leaders 
in a Dilemma. 


tur WIRE TO THE TIMFS.} 

WASHINGTON, March 1.—{Exclu- 
bive Dispatch] Not in many years 
has a more interesting tariff situation 
confronted tne dominant party in the 
House than the one existing. None of 
the leaders can yet see a way out, but 
are confident that in one or two more 
conferences a solution of the present 
difficulties will be found which wil} ob- 
viate the threatened dissolution of the 
party majority. 

Some of the Republicans on the Ways 
and Means Committee are in a very em- 
barrassing position. They find them- 
selves, while supporting the adminis- 
tration, being put in the attitude of 
opposing the party policy. Beet-sugar 
Republicans have thus pilloried the 
supporters of the administration * 
for Cuban relief. 

“How can you,” they say to Chair- 
man Payne, “you, who helped to make 
the present sugar schedule and put in 
it protection for the American beet- 
sugar industry, propose to make a 200 
per cent. cut in that tariff and at the 
samd time insist upon tie full ex- 
tent of protection to the steel trust, 
which needs protection so little that it 
is selling its products abroad at a price 
lower than it charges American con- 
sumera?”’ 

So there is increase of talk of a com- 

bination of ‘the beet-sugar men with 
the Babcock tariff revisionists to force 
concessions from the House leaders. It 
is the general belief in the House that 
the situation will crystallize at a con- 
ference Monday night, or possibly 
Tuesday morning, in the adoption of a 
plan which will not be objectionable to 
the beet-sugar interests, something 
along tue line of a rebate. 
Mr. Tawney of Minnesota, one of the 
Ways and Means Republicans, insists 
that no American industry needing 
protection must be assisted for the ben- 
efit of allen owners of Cuban sugar 
lands.

INCINNATI, March 1.—Priner

The first halt of the morning was 
made at Altoona, where a committee 
of citizens present an address of 
welcome.

He had arisen 
some time before, and for the first 
time since his arrival in the country 
was dressed as a civilian. He wore a 
gray tweed sack suit, and a black de. by 
hat. He was standing on the platform 
of his car when the committee flied 
up, and the first man bumped into him 
before he saw him. Apologizing, the 
man asked to be taken to Prince 
Henry. The Prince smiled, bowed, and 

said: I am Prince Henry.“ 

The committee looked embarrassed, 
but recovering their composure, went 
through the ceremony of greeting. The 
Prince thanked them, and then went 
outside to acknowledge the cheers of 
a large crowd gathered in the depot 
grounds. The local band was also on 
hand, and filled in the rest of a ten- 
minute stop with a serenade of popu- 
lar music. There was a rousing cheer 
as the train steamed out of the depot. 

After breakfast the Prince got his 
promised ride through the mountains 
in the cab of the engine. A stop waa 
made at Lilly, and, accompanied by 
Lievtenam-Commander Von Egidy and 
George W. Boyd of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, he walked forward and 
climbed into the engine. J. W. an- 
christ was at the throttle as enginee:, 
and the fireman was H. C. Palmer.

BOSTON, March 1.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) Massachusetts club women 
are preparing for a bitter contest when 
the cSlor question comes up at the 
General Federation of Women's Clubs 
at Los Angeles, as it feared the 
southern women have been strengthen- 
ing their position. The trouble began 
two years ago at Milwaukee, when the 
last biennial meeting was held. One 
of the delegates te that convention 
from this State was Mrs. Ruffin, and 
she was denied the privileges of the 
convention, a howl of indignation go- 
ing up from the southern ladies when 
they learned that a colored woman 
Was present as a delegate. Mrs. Ruffin 
insisted upon her rights, and demanded 
that the delegation from this State 
support her in her fight, but with lit- 
tle success.

COLOMBIA’S RECENT ACTION HAS 
CREATED A SENSATION. 


— @ — 
French Company Cannot Transfer Its 
Property Without Colombian Govern- 
ment’s Consent—Good Opening Made 
for the Nicaraguan Route. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, March 1.—(Exclu-. 
sive Dispatch.} No doubt is felt here 
that a crisis in Isthmian Canal legis- 
lation has been caused by the action of 
the Colombian government in refusing 
to permit the Panama Canal Company 
to transfer its rights to the United 
States until there has been a modifi- 
cation of the agreement between Co- 
icmbia and the company relating to 
the transfer to foreign governments. 

From all that can be learned here, 
the accusation made at the meeting 
of the canal company stockholders in 
Paris yesterday, that the United States 

vernment was a party to Colombia's 
atest move, has absolutely no founm- 
dation. The attitude of Colombia has 
caused the greatest surprise here, and 
it is not approved by the administra- 
tion. 


To understand the action of the Co- 
lombian government, it is necessary to 
know that the agreement between Co- 
lombia and the Panama Canal Com- 
pany provides that while the canal 
properties may be transferred to other 
private organization the company is 
prohibited from ceding or mortgaging 
them to any foreign government. An- 
other provision is that if a transfer 
to a foreign government is made, the 
canal company shall lose all its rights 


Canal to the United States, and is 
now engaged in negotiating a treaty. 
whereby the sale of the canal to this 
govegoment will be recognized, 

Jugt what Colombia means by its 
new attitude has not yet become 
clear, but there is a suspicion that it 
is intended to hint to the canal com- 
pany that Colombia must have a quid 
pro quo for permitting the company 
to sell its rights to a foreign country. 
It was intimated today that if the 
governments of Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica are wise they will seize the pres- 
ent opportunity to make liberal offers 
to this government to induce it to de- 
cide in favor of the Nicaragua route 

There if a general belief here that 
if Colombia forfeits the canal com- 
pany'’s concession, or attempts to take 
away the privilege of transferring its 
properties to the United States, the 
French government will step in and 
decline to permit any — treatment 
of the company.

TROOPS OF FORMER SOLDIERS EN - 
GAGED IN PILLAGING. 
Minister Conger Notifies Prince Ching 
That He Expects China Will Speedily 
Suppress Insurrection and Protect 
Foreigners in That Part of Country.

PEKING, March 1.—({By Asiaite Ca- 
ble.} The Chinese Foreign Office now 
admits t the rebellion in the vicinity 
of the ‘fo of Nanking, province of 
Quang e, seventy miles north of 
Gulf of Tonquin, is very grave, though 
this was denied yesterday. Over one 
thousand former soldiers are engaged 
in pillaging. An edict has been issued, 
commanding the Chinese authorities to 
afford protection to the missionaries 
and other foreigners.

Senator Platt Will Advise 
Roosevelt not to Go to 
Charleston. 


(RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES 
NEW YORK. March 1.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.} Senator Thomas C. Platt 
received a visit at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel this afternoon from Senator 
“Pitchfork” Tillman of South Carolina. 
It wae a “courtesy” call of one United 
States Senator upon another. Senator 
Tillman came to New York to deliver, 
tomorrow night at the Academy of 
Music, an oration in commemoration 
of the birthday of Robert Emmett. 
Shortly after Senator Tillman had 
sald “dayday" to Senator Platt, the 
latter was visited by a number of 
gentiemen with large business connec- 
tions in Charleston, and who have 
means of securing inside information, 
These laid information be- 
fore Senator Platt to the effect that, 
gecretiy and otherwise, there were the 
bitterest feelings entertained by South 
Carolinane against President Roose- 
i velt. They went on to describe the 
bitterness by saying it was first stirred 
when the President entertained Booker 
T. Washington, the colored president 
of Tuskegee. College, in the White 
House; that tit was enhanced when the 
President withdrew the invitation he 
Lad issued to Senator Tiliman to at- 
tend the dinrer in the White House 
in henor of Prince Henry of Prussia, 
and that the climax came when Lieut.- 
Gov, James H. Tillman of South Caro- 
una telegraphed toy the President,

withdrawing the invitation recently 
forworded to the President to deliver 
a sword to Maj. Micah Jenkins, on 
the oceasion of his visit to the Char- 
leston Exposition. It has been learned 
that Lleut.-Gov. Tillman sent the tele- 
gram to the President at the direc- 
tion of Senator Tillman. Now Maj. 
Jenkins refuses to accept the sword 
unless Lieut.-Gov. Tillman withdraws 
that telegram to the President. 

Senator Platt's visitors told him that 
threats had been made to kill the 
President when he arrived at the 
Charleston Exposition, and they begged 
Senator Plat on his return to Wash- 
ington to lay their information before 
the President, and beg him not to 
attend the exposition. Senator Plait 
told his visitors he was to attend the 
McKinley memorial service in the As- 
sembly chamber at Albany Tuesday 
evening, and that on his return to 
Wasbington he would certainly lay 
their information before the Presi- 
dent. 

“I shal! certainly do as you wish me 
to, gentlemen,” said Senator Platt to 
his visitors, “and shall give him the

BL PASO (Tex) March 1.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] A dramatic scene was 
enacted yesterday in the District Court 
witness room between Flory Biagini, 
the father-in-law of Count de Lucenay, 
who married his daughter in San Fran- 
cisco, and then eloped with Ruby Luck- 
hardt from Los Angeles, marrying the 
latter in El Paso, last January.

This wad has aban- 
doned service over its main line, and 
is sending ite through trains via The 
Junction Railroad, which runs along 
the western shores, just out of reach 
of the flood. Its trains are being sen’ 
from Sixth-street station in West 
Philadelphia.

Balliol College, Oxford; sends to the | 
Times a letter signed by many promi- 
nent members of Oxford University, 
such as the Rev. Andrew M. Fairburn, 
principal Mansfield College, Oxford; 
Rev. John R. Magrath, provost of 
Queens College, Oxford: Dr. John 
Rhys, principal Jesus College, and pro- 
fessor of Celtic at Oxford University, 
and Arthur Sidgwick, reader in Greek 
at Oxford University, which gives ex- 
pression to the feeling which is un- 
doubtedly increasing among the gen- 
eral public. 

The signators say: “We cannot help 
viewing with gravest apprehension 
the practice which seems to be gaining 
ground in South Africa of executing 
some generals of the forces opposed 
to us, upon the judgment of court- 
martial.

We 
do not doubt that the court-martial 
acted with the full belief that by a few 
exemplary sentences, they would de- 
ter the Cape colonist from rebellion or 
protecting natives,or secure strict adhe- 
sion on the part of our enemies to the 
laws of war. Nevertheless we plead 
that the policy may be.reconsidered. 
Our opponents and their Iympathisers 


impartiality of an English court 
martial, which decides upon the evi- 
dence of some witnesses, doubtless na- 
tives, given while the country is seeth- 
ing with the passions of war. Such 
sentences cannot have the moral effect 
aimed at in the administration of pun- 
ishment.

Thing Impossible as It Has Been Long

LONDON, March 1.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] Archbishops Canterbury and 
{ York are considerably perturbed con- 
cerning the words of King Bdward’s 
coronation oath. The difficulty is hot 
caused by the declaration against 
transsubstantiation, which is not a 
part of the oath, but the promise “to 
preserve inviolably the settlement of 
the United Church of Engiand and Ire- 
land, and the doctrine, worship, disci- 
pline and government thereof.” 

It is argued that an amendment to 
this clause is necessitated by the dis- 
establishment _ of the Church of Ire- 
land. A short “act of Parliament would 
be wanted to bring this part of the oath 
into line with present conditions. 
Queen Victoria, of course, at her coro- 
nation, took the oath in its present 
form, in spite of which she gave assent 
to the Irish Disestablishment Bill. As 
the disestablishment of the Church of 
England is a political issue which may 
possibly come to the front at no distant 
period, at any rate, 80 far as its estab- 
lishment in Wales is concerned, there 
is considerable feeling of aversfon to 
the use of any formula in the oath 
which might practically  stultify it, 
even during the present reign.

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THE ARCHDRUID OF WALES 
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| By the ancient Druids. It is donned by 
its venerable wearer only when he at- 
tends one of the many historic cere- 
monials heid in Wales from time to 
time, notably the “Bisteddfod,’ the 
name of which the Welsh elect to pro- 
nounce “ess-teth-fud,” the accent be- 
ing on the second syllabic. 
The “Kisteddfod” is another relic of 
the earliest days of Wales when ihe 
Druide tovk a promising young man 
and spent twenty years in teaching 
him music, literature and particularly 
“bardiem.” 
great field day of the bards. It was 
held annually, and singers and the elo- 
cutionists of those days traveled from 
all sections of the country to take part 
in it, and to contest for prizes. . The 
old custom fourishes today in Wales, 
and to the National Eisteddfod every 
one of the numbertess singing societies 
throughout the ‘country sends its 
“star” members. It is presided over by 
the Archdruid and generally lasts three 
or four days. during which harpers, vo- 
calists and  elocutionists compete 
against each other, the events of each 
day invariably concluding with a grand 
concert at night. This is the great 
„Eisteddtod.“ but there literally are 


meeting of any Welsh singing society is 
an “elsteddfod.” 
Ry virtue of his office, “Hwfa Mon 
takes part in the meetings of the “Gor- 
sedd.” the assembly which appoints 
the date of the Eisteddtfod, and which 
fosters all sorts of literary and musi- 
cal undertakings, and those whose ob- 
ject is the preservation of the Welsh 
tongue. “Gorsedd” ts the Welsh word 
for “sitting.” and, in complete compli- 
ance with history, the meetings of the 
modern Gorsedd are held, as they used 
to be, in the open air, each one of 


those present occupying a particuler 
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stone, accordifig to hie office. It was 
at one of the earliest Gorsedds that 
Maelgwn, Prince of North Wales, an- 
nounced that he would hold a great 
Eisteddfod on the banks of the Con- 
way, and prove the superiority of the 
numan voice over the harp or any other 
stringed instrument. Uarpiats and vo- 
calists assembled from all parts, when 
the Prince offered a prize to any artist 
who would Wen the river and then 
burst forth in melody on the other side. 
Singers and musicians leaped into the 
stream and made for the opposite bank, 
and when they emerged it was seen 
that the vocalists had. no difficulty in 
lifting up their voices tunefully, while 
the harpists and other  perferiners 
could not get a note out of their in- 
struments.

PROTECTION IN ENGLAND. 


Sir Howard Vincent Says it is Coming 
and Will “Knock America into a 


Cocked Hat.“ | 
TSVECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, Feb, Io. England is rap- 
idly coming round to the adoption of 
a protectionist policy, and when it ar- 
rives we shall knock America into a 
cocked hat, sald Sir Howard Vneent 
to the writer last night. 

Sir Heward was the founder of the 
United Empire Trade League, one of 
the managers of the Conservative 
party, author of half a dozen important 
books, and the recognized chief apostle 
in England of the doctrine of protec- 
tion for home industries. In view of 
the remarkable increase in protection- 


ist talk in England ef late, it seemed | 


werth while to ask for his views on 
the situation, 

“I have no doubt,” he said, that we 
are rapidly approaching toward the 
adoption of. a protection policy. Why 
it has been so long delayed surpasses 
the comprehension of any man who 
studies the commercial and industrial 
aspect of this country at the present 
moment. Its possibilities are com- 
mencing to dawn on political minds 
that long have been warped with stupid 
sentimentality. Can any stronger ar- 
gument be adduced in favor of protec- 
tion than the spectacle that England is 
going backward: while countries that 
have adopted it are going forward? 
look at America; she is progressing. 
Why sbould not England under simi- 
lar conditions progress, alse? 

“At present we have to depend largely 
for our food supplies upon America 
and other countries, but we can easily 
get over the difficulty by developing 
vur own agricultural resources. There 
is plenty of land in England, Scotland 
and Ireland, which, if it is not lying 
absolutely derelict, is devoted to pur- 
poses that do net contribute materially 
to tho industrial or commercial ad- 
vancement of the country. This land, 
if pat under proper cultivation, would 
provide us with all the food we want— 
tood which we have now to import to 
the advantage of other countries. Our 
manufactures, which held at one time 
a premier place in the markets of the 
world, are now practically shut out, 
because we allow the foreigner free 
access to our markets, while he im- 
poses high duty on anything we at- 
tempt to place on his. 

“The keen competitive spirit of the 
age demands indeed. compcls—frotec- 
tion, and I am satisfied that Parlia- 
ment must grapple with the subject, if 
Eugland is to maintain her position 
as a tirst-rate power. 

“Another great evil is the facilities 
which we give to pauper immigration. 
at is needless for me to point out 
that America is a larger coutitry than 
Ungland, yet her practical statesmen 
faw the danger of allowing her to be 
a hunting ground for the paupers of 
Hu rope. It is nice to hear us de- 
scribed as a prosperous and a hosplita- 
bie people, but 1 contend that it would 
be stupid nonsense to say that the 
pauper alien has contributed to our 
prosperity. In one district of London 
alone, as many as 60,000 of these unde- 


Sirables have settled down in slums. 


which are rendered more pestilential 
by the presence of this European 
refuse. Here they compete with the 
British workman, producing-goods un- 
der conditions that render them in- 
ferior, While they are labeled ‘Brit- 
ish,’ which in ttself is calculated to 
prejudice our reputation in the mar- 
kets of the world. 

“Wherever such people are allowed 
to come in, more desirable citizens 
must go out. Whoever heard 
pauper making his way to 
Russia or Poland to seek refuge under 
the benign rule cf the Czar? Such 
a character would be put over the bor- 
der at once, or perhaps consigned to 
comfortable quarters in Siberla. Amer- 
fea, Which beasts of her free Institu- 
tions, has protested aguinst her towns 
und cities being exploited by this 
refuse, and until Eugland follews her 
example, Englishmen will suffer and 
ionglish trade will go on decaying.

HERE ‘ts a certain proportion tn 
the Ute of every human being, 


of human art, though on another 
Wende than we are able to compass, it has 
its beginning, middle and end; its periods 


G@chouement. Cer neequently we are unable 
to justly estimete its quality and value 
until it ie ended. It may appear con- 
fused, problema tical or contradictory till 
then: but there is some revelation in a 
man’s death which explains the perplex- 
ities and uncertainties. Then we under- 
stand him, and perhaps wonder that we 
never understood him before. 

It ts a curious illustration of this general 
truth that when a man commits suicide he 
leaves his life a permanent confusion; he 
Gestroys its entire meaning, and leaves all 
at loose ends. The purpose which Prov- 
f@ence designed to affect through him has 
been defeated, and we are left to guess 
what might have been had he possessed 
constancy to endure till the natural period 
ef his earthly term. Such men are the 
real failures; It we cannot judge of fal- 
ure or success ey any human standards; 
what seems loss may in truth be gain to a 
profounder knowledge and insight. Only 
when a man voluntarily throws up the 
game are we justified in saying that he 
bas lost it. 

It often happens, however, that when a 
great man dies it is long before he ts fully 
comprehended by his survivors. His life 
is complete, but the orbit of it is so large 
as to transcend for a while our calculation, 
er it moves so deep beneath the common 
gurface that it escapes our superficial in- 
vestigations. We leave the explanation of 
euch characters to succeeding generations, 
as Lord Bacon left his. Some men, like 
Shakespeare, are so great that after hun- 
Freds of years the prdbiem remains; some, 
une Jesus Christ, are {insoluble after two 
thousand years, or forever. 

For we can measure only with the meas- 
wres of our own consciousness; and when 
these are surpaseed we are fain to re- 
main in doubt, tentatively applying, as 
the ages pass, the hints derived from his- 
torical epochs. 

For the above reasons it can never be 
possible to write a satisfactory biography 
ef a man, and especially of a great man, 
while he still lives. The difficulty ts of 
course increased by the fact that the writ- 
er, being as a rule more or less personally 
ecquainted with his subject, feels a deli- 
eacy or a timidity about speaking out 
frankly even the truth that he sees; or 
there may be some hidden interest which 


prompts him to bend the truth to sult his 


private objects. Such biographical studies 
are to be accounted, therefore, as use- 
ful merely as records, or a collection of 
materials for the true biography that ts 
to come later. Upon this ground they may 
be justifiable and desirable, for facts are 
duch elusive things at best that the sooner 
we lay hold on those that are within our 
reach, and identify them for future use, 
the better. 

It ts well that all who have come in 
eontact with great men should set down 
their recollections and impressions in 
thelr diaries, and, by publishing them or 
otherwise, secure their avaliability for 
the coming historian. A man may bean 
ese or a scamp, and yet porstss the cac- 
uity of recording what he sccs. Boswen 
was no giant of inteHect; but be caugat 
Johnson's likeness as few oiher men's 
ever have been. The henchmen and bovt- 
Blacks of heroes have opportcuiiies of 
seeing them which worthier men have 
mot, and we e¢ageriy question them ‘for 
glimpses. Por certainty there is cothing 
elise in this world so “well worth our 
knowing as the truth aboxt our great 
men: they are the sum end significance 


et the race; they speak tle meaning of 


@umb miliions; they do the dend that 
advance races from one al period 
to another. They are the eye, the ear, 
the tongue, the brain, the malled fist of 
the grand Man of their ers; and what- 
ever micrescopie value may attach to 
Fred Gmith end Tom Hodge is due te

them. It is glory enough for the Hodges 
and the Smiths that they belong te the 
same organism. A mole on the skin of 
Julius Caesar is a king of moles 
Accordingly, a book about Cecil Rhodes 
is a thing to be welcomed; and, as Mr. 
Howard Hensman, the author of this vol- 
ume (Cecil Rhodes: a Study of a Career; 
Harper's) remarks, it is odd that no book 
about him has appeared until now. Mr. 
Hensman, having noted the deficiency, 
kindly exerts himself to supply it. Mr. 
Hensman is not widely known in liter- 
ature, though I believe he has already 
published another book on a cognate sub- 
ject; but he fs personally acquainted—to 
what extent he shyly refrains from in-, 
forming us—with Mr. Rhodes; 
manifestly knows something about writ- 
ing; his book is well done in its way, is 
not verbose or redundant, and tells s 
good many things that one is glad te 


In fact, it would not be too much to say 
that the book is absorbingly interesting, 
but it may et the same time be admitted 
that no book having Cecil Rhodes for its 
subject could easily be anything else. The 
subject is one of the most pregnant and 
stimulating that could be named at the 
present day, and it is one which is pecu- 
Marly fitted for telling treatment; for Ce- 
ell Rhodes is essentially a man of action, 
and he is indubitably a great man. He 


labors under the signal disadvantage — 


(from the biographical point of view) of 
being still alive, and for aught any one 
can say to the contrary, he may have his 
most important and picturesque work still 
to do. On the other hand, it is not im- 


possible that his last years may be al- 


ready at hand; he is 30 years of age, and 
his physical constitution has never been 
really robust. Mr. Hensman, or anybody 
else, must necessarily write about him in 
the dark.so far as any ability to estimate 
him as a whole is concerned; but the mere 
facts about him—what he has done and 
said—may have been covered in the main 
in this volume. 3 


Writer a Worshipper — 


Before coming to Cecil Rhodes himeelf 
it will be necessary to premise a word 
about the person who writes of him. As I 
have already intimated, I know nothing 
more concerning Mr. Hensman than the 
book itself reveals to me, but that infor- 
mation does not give me a favorable im- 
pression of his qualities as a biographical 
student. He is a violent but not manly 
partisan; he shows a vein of spite which 
is petty, narrow and malignant to such a 
degree as altogether to defeat its own ob- 
ject, and he is so abject a worshiper of 
Cecil Rhodes that one is obliged to accept 
what he says about him only after the 
most careful serutiny. He is not to be 
charged with deliberately misrepresenting 
facts, but his. bias prompts him often to 
twist them so far in favor of his foregone 
‘conclusions that they appear quite other 
than what they are. 

A biographer is bound, of course, to be 
in sympathy with his subject; he may be 
enthusiastic about him, and no harm is 
done; for sympathy has a deeper insight 
than mere cold analysis, and enthusiasm 
puts a soul beneath the ribs of death. But 
then he must be candid about it; he must 
not attempt to disguise it under a pre- 
tense of impartiality. This, however, is 
precisely what Mr. Hensman does, or at- 
tempts to do, rather; for his efforts are 
éeplorably transparent. In his preface, 
aud at fhequent intervals throughout the 
volume, he goes out of his way to declare 
that he 16 far from being a blind evlogist 
ef the great Angio-African; and in sup- 
port ef this contention he delivers himeelf 
of che most absurd sayings and ex cathe- 
dra jedgments, immediately afterward re- 
turning to his slavish and really repulsive 
ulations, 

Thus; “I have, however, made it my 
constant cfort to hold the scales ot jus- 
tice evenly. and I may eay at once that I 
Geciine absolutely to regard Mr. Ibhedes 
eit ker as a heaven-sent stutesrman or the 
incarnation of all that is wicked. He is in 
my eves an empire-bullider of great orig- 
inality, and a man who makes a most 
faecinating study. (Pretace.). Yes: wut 
who, then, is this severe and comic litte 
builfrog, who thus declines in Jovian 
fashion to hold extreme views about the 
mighty ox. and talks about “my eges? 
Again—‘This speech seems strange * * * 


and to point to the fact that Cecil Rhodes 
does not always posses that great amount 
of penetration and farsightedness with 
which he ts usually credited.” 

In commenting on his conduct before 
the Raid committee, “Whatever Mr. 
Rhodes’ faults may be—and it would be 
flattery of a very gross description to 
deny that he has faults in abundance—Mr. 
Rhodes is at least a gentieman.” “Pet- 
ulant and overbearing he most decidedly 
was not, or at any rate he did not strike 
me as being so, though I observed his ac- 
tions and his words very narrowly; but, 
on the other hand, he was by no means 
cool and collected, especially on the first 
day. 

Of his conduct at Mafeking during the 
siege he says: “It is an unfortunate truth 
that on several occasions a kink in Mr. 
Rhodes’ mental organism has led him to 
regard himself as being above the rules 
which should and which do control the 
movements of an ordinary individual. It 
fs this curious blend of character which 
makes Mr. Rhodes one of the most fas- 
cinating personages for a psychologist 
and a student of nature to analyze. 
* He ought to have cheerfully accepted 
things as he found them, and contented 
himself for once in a way with playing 
second fiddle. Such a position would 
have had, at any rate, the charm of nov- 
elty.” And of the Schnadhorst matter, 
“It was a crude and unstatesmaniike ac- 


the north, and for the first time comes 
into collision with Kruger. The various 
stages of this great duel, not even yet 
concluded, are dwelt upon, and the com- 
plications caused by the Matabele war and 
ite consequences are portrayed. 

The Jameson Raid, and its bearing upon 
the conflict with Kruger, is explained; we 
see Rhodes facing the Raid Committee in 
London; we see him returning to Africa to 
play a decisive role in the Matabele re- 
bellion; and we follow him in his efforts to 
put through his great scheme of the rall- 
way from the Cape to Cairo. Finally 
comes the Boer war, and Rhodes’ perform- 
ance in Mafeking; and the hook ends with 
a sort of addendum on the subject of his 
much-discussed gift of five 
pounds to the Liberal party. The appen- 
dix contains the agreements and conces- 
sion signed by Lobengula, and a copy of 
the charter granted by the imperial gov- 
ernment to the British South Africa Com- 
pany, which was Rhodes under another 
title. It is a wonderful record of the work 
of one man in twenty years. A thousand 
men of ordinary calibre might well fail to 
accomplish a tithe of it. 

It should gratify the democracy to learn 
that Rhodes, so far as family is concerned, 
is a nobody; the first Rhodes ever heard 
of came to London near the beginning of 
the eighteenth century, and was a suc- 
cessful market gardener. He was fol- 


lowed by a brickmaker, but the faculty of 


bition to advance the boundaries of civili- 
zation by extending the British Empire to 
regions beyond.” 

Mr. Hensman says of him that at this 
time Rhodes was a dreamer of dreams; 
“unlike most dreamers, however, Rhodes 


vide the means whereby the great schemes 
evolved by the other side of his character 
are rendered possible.“ That is my 
dream. he once said, drawing his 
across the map of Africa, ‘that all Red.’ 
“As he remarked to General Gordon a few 
years later, ‘It is no use having big ideas 
if one has not the money to carry them 
out.” For money as money Rhodes 
cared in the slightest. It was only the 
power which the control of wealth 
with it that caused Rhodes to 
become a millionaire. To-day, 
is, as he himself has stated, a 
ten times over, he probably 
on himself than a good many 
his employ.”

tion to attempt to introduce the methods 
of the office or of the stock exchange into 
affairs of state.” 

All this has, indeed, a noble sound of 
independent criticism; but, apart from the 
absurdity of a littie gentleman like Mr. 
Hensman undertaking to pass sentence 
upon a large gentieman like Mr. Rhodes. 
one at once perceives that the criticisms 
ring hollow. They are Pickwickian. The 
critic is careful to select for his animad- 
versions points concerning Rhodes which 
the reader is likely to regard as venial, to 
say the worst of them; and immediately 
after his scoldings he hastens to indulge 
in a carnival of flattery more than usually 
unrestrained. 

On the other hand, he never falls to 
vent his bitterest venom upon every per- 
son who ventures to oppose er chide 
Rhodes’ actions or character in any re- 
spect. Downing Street is beneath con- 
tempt; the Empire has been built up in 
spite of the government; Mr. Labouchere’s 
“opinions are of no Interest or value to 
any one beyond himself? and as for 
Kruger, the dictionary of abuse is ran- 
sacked from end to end for epithets of 
hatred and malice to fling at him. We 
are not long in perceiving, in short, that 
Mr. Heneman's sole object in pretending 
to detect flaws in his idol is in order that 
we may be thus wheedled into accepting 
without question his chronic worship of 
him through thick and thin. This being 
understood and allowed for, we can pro- 
ceed to accept the substance of the story 
and place Our own interpretation upön ‘tt. 
Rhodes is too massive a figure to be ren- 
dered ridiculous even by the contortions 
of his henchman; however annoying they 
may be, iney are not fatal. 

The book is well arranged. After intro- 
ducing his hero and bringing him through 
his schooldays, the biographer steps azide 
to give a picture of the condition of South. 
Africa just previous to the moment when 
I modes entered into‘its history. His early 
Atriean ideas are then brought forward. 
ard a study of the personality of the man 
is furn'shed. We are shown how his two 
icading were, first, to emass a 
lortune euMcient te enable him to carry 
Cat us projects, and then to bring the de- 
sirable parts of the African continent 
under Lritieh rule. He amalgamates the 
diamond mines, and his contest with 
Barney Barnato for their control ia de- 
scribed: he begins tne expansion towards 


making money existed in most of the 
tribe, and the father of Cecil had a liberal 
education and took holy orders. Cecil was 
born on the Sth of July, 1858, at the par- 
sonage at Bishop's Stortford, Hertford- 
shire, and grew up a delicate, gray-eyed 
ambitious, self-willed boy. with genial 
manners as a rule, but subject to oc- 
caslonal outbursts against authority. He 
never made much figure as a scholar; he 
hated mathematics, but liked the classics, 
French and religion—a curious @ssort- 
ment. By the time his schoolin was 
ended he had decided upon no profession, 
though his father hoped to make a clergy- 
man of him: but at the critical moment 
he was afflieted with an attack of lung 
trouble, and his doctor advised a long sea 
voyage. Inasmuch as his elder brother 
was at that time running a sheep farm in 
South Africa, Cecil was sent there, and 
it was in this manner that he and the 
Dark Continent were first brought ac- 
quainted with each other. The date is 
September 1, 1870. 


Degrees and Diamonds 


But Rhodes did not take up his residence 
in Africa permanently: on the contrary, 
he alternated his sojourn on the farm with 
annual visits to Oxford, and passed his 
university career in this unusual style. He 
read for his degree with one eye and 
searched for diamonds with the other, and 
was successful in both occupations. To a 
college dean a@monishing him for non- 
attendance at lectures, Rhodes replied: 
“Leave me alone, and I'll pull through,” 
“But,” says his friend of those days, A. 
G. Butler, “he belonged to a set of men 
like himself, not cating for distinctions in 
the schools and not working for them, but 
of refined tastes, dining and living for the 
most part together, and doubtless discuss- 
ing passing events in life and politics with 
interest and ability.” 

Another says: ‘We, liked Rhodes de- 
eause he was natural and unaffected, but 
he was reserved about his own private 
affairs, and I can recoticct that, notwith- 
Standing a certain coldness of speech and 
manner which betokened an unconven- 
tional attitude towards things in general 
and towards the university in particular, 
there Was an evident anxiety on his part 
to conform to college rules and university 
regulations. * Rhodes has told me 
that even then he was fircd with an am- 


would justify him in going a step forward 
toward the materialization of his am- 
bitions.“ He was elected a member of 
the Cape House of Assembly for the dis- 
trict of Barkly West, near Kimberly, and 
has ever since sat for that constituency. 

Rhodes, we are informed by his biog- 
rapher, has a strong objection to talking 
about himself; though one may gain an 
insight into his plans and ambitions for 
the future. A friend said of him that he 
was always planning to himself the 
things he must do the year after next.” 
However, after some years of living in 
bachelor quarters with his friend Dr. 
Jameson, and at his club, he bought and 
remodeled a large house in the outskirts 
of Cape Town, called Groot Schuur. To 
seclude himself the better, he bought 
much adjoining land, as far as up the 
slopes of Table Mountain. The interior is 
“typical of its owner; everything is mas- 
sive, yet simple; the walls are lined with 
teak, which with the dark hangings and 
furniture make the house gloomy.

He was said to be in hiding 
with Prince Tuan in Mongolia, but it 
appears now that he trusted himself 
within reachtof the Dowager’s myrmi- 
dons,’ with the result that he will 
be beheaded. From this it seems that 
there must be some truth in the story 
that he and Prince Tuan were con- 
spiring against the throne. The Chi- 


nese dignitaries here assert that many | 


of the past troubles were fomented by 
Prince Tuan, in order to have his son, 
Pu Chun, appointed as heir to the 
throne. In the event of Kuang Hsu's 
death, he, as father of the Emperor, 
would have wielded a greater 
than that of the Dowager, 
would probably have held her to ac- 
count for past misdeeds.

RUSSIA AND CHINA. 


Reports come from the north which 
may represent a tempest in a teapot, 
or presage international complications. 
As your readera know, New Chwang 
on the Liao River, about eighteen miles 
from the Liao Tung Bay, in Manchuria, 
is the most northern open port of 
China. That is, by * treaty with 
China, foreigners are permitted to re- 
side and do business there; the con- 
suls acting as in case 
of difficulties. It is t same at 
Shanghai, and in all the open ports of 
China. 

When the Boxer troubles broke out, 
Russia, thinking that possession is nine 
paints of the law, occupied New- 
chwang, and proceeded to make itself 
at home. They expelled the officers 
of the Imperial Chinese Customs, col- 
lected duties, landed an immense quan- 
tity of railroad material and other | 
dutiable articles for which they forgot 
to pay—in short, they acted as if New- 
chwanug was part of Holy Russia. 
The American Consul remarked “that 
he was accredited to China, but had 
to deal with Russian officials.” Now, 
Russia has no more business there 
than she would have at Shanghai, and 
acts with exactly as much right as 
she would if at New York. Indeed, if 
her action be admitted, she may claim 
it as a precedent to do the same thing 
at New York or Boston, although in 
my epinion she had better not try to 
do so, sines it might prove not alto- 
gether healthy. 

The river freezes at Newchwa and 
the governments of the United Fates 
and Great Britain frequently send a 
gunbeat to protect their respective cit- 
izens who are shut out from the world 
for several months. This is the case 
now. The United States Vicksburg and 
the British Algerine, are resting 
quietly in their specially-prepared cra- 
dies at Newchwang. It happened that 
the sailors of the Algerine were giv- 
ing theatricals, and fer the purpose 
of the play were permitted to take six 
guns asho Some of Uncle Sam's 
boys were sitting in the reading room 
when a party of Russian soldiers 
walked in and, r mem to be 
the British offenders of the guns, pro- 
ceeded to arrest them. The boys saw 
no cause to submit, and proceeded to 
make it exceedingly interesting for the 
Russians, to whom the y art is 
unknown, At last they were overpow- 
ered by the odds and taken to the Con- 
sul. wh oordered them on board the 
Vicksburg, whereupon the Russian 
Administrator“ stormed, and, accus- 
tomed to Russian proceedings de- 
manded their summary punishment at 
the Consul's hands. Since then frequent 
fights have occurred between our sail- 
ere and the Russians, and if any men 
of the Algerine were.in sight they 
proved that blood is thicked than water 
by sailing in: the boys of the Vicks- 
burg return the compliment whenever 
the British tars are hard p „ un- 
tii the Russian Administrator com- 
piained to Mr. Ponger, the United 
States Minister at Peking, through 
the Russian Mintster.

Russia's diplomacy, however 
admirable, does not result in making 
either friends or admirers, and her 
game, dating from two centuries ago 
and played consistently, begins to as- 
sume the character of a gamble, where 
fortune is staked upon the turn of the 
dice. No! Ruesia will not fight! But, if 
deprived of her prey by the action of 
the United States, ber statesmen will 
indulge in a greater hatred toward the 
free country which mocks at the im- 
potent threats of tyranny.

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er OF UNIONS IN CHINA 


MORRIBLE BRUTALITY EXERCISED TOWARD 
MEMBERS AS WELL AS EMPLOYERS. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


OOCHOW has more trades unions than any 
82 of the United States, and its workingmen are 
better organized than those of Europe. I have spent 
some time in studying the labor situation and 1 find 
that these people can give us pointers on many subjects. 
Soochow is one of the labor centers of the Chinese 
empire. It is bigger than Boston proper, and it has ten 
gubarban towns of large size where Boston has one. 
There are 5,000,000 people iiving within a radius of 
thirty miles of it; and these are huddled together in a 
cities which range in size from a few thousand 
to a hundred thousand, and about one hundred mhousand 
villages and, hamlets. 

The whole country ls a beehive of work. It makes all 
kinds of silks, satins and cottons, as well as manufac- 
qures of iron wood, horn and glass. Within the last five 
years great cotton and silk mills have grown up about 
„ These are worked by modern machinery, but the 
gost of the labor is still engaged in house industry and

are more than 100,000 people making embroidery alone, 
and the Soochow weavers’ guild has altogether 700: 
looms. There is a large fur business, a fan business, 
and an enormous establishment in which the Soochow 
bath tubs are made. In all, it is said that every one of 
the 260 trades known to China is carried on here, and 
nearly every trade has its union. 


They Strike on Short Notice. 3 | 


— 


The Soochow workingmen are noted among the Chi- 
nese for their independence. They will strike on short 
notice and on slight provocation. They have already 
had some of the most remarkable strikes of the empire. 
It was here that the Gold Beaters’ Union bit an em 
ployer to death some years ago, and it was here that one 
of the magistrates who opposed the working men had 
his ears bitten off. 

The gold beaters’ case ig the more remarkable in that 
it arose out of an order for gold leaf issued by the Em- 
peror of China. His Majesty was anxious to have the 
gold leaf on short notice, and a gold-leaf capitalist who 
had a factory at Soochow got leave from the authorities 
there to take on more apprentices than the rules of the 
union permitted. These rules provided that an employer 
could engage only one new apprentice at a time, but this 
man employed a large number, whereupon the men 


123, and there waited for their employer. Before this 
| hey had held a consultation, during which they had as- 

sured themselves that there was no law in China mak- 
ing biting to death a capital offense. As soon as the 
employer came in the men fell upon him, and each took 
a bite out of his person. Everyone was required to join 
in the execution, and those who first bit were stationed 
at the door to see that every man leaving had lips and 
gums covered with blood. The employer died in a very 
short time. The union men who committed the crime 
were arrested and tried, but only the one who took the 
first bite was beheaded. 
Killed for Breaking a Union Rule. 
The above was a case in which an employer was pun. 
ished. The members who break the rules of their ‘unions 
are also severely dealt with. Fines are common, but 
maiming and killing are not unknown. Only a few 
weeks ago a man was found under a bundle of straw at 
the new docks opposite Shanghai. His eyes had been 
gouged out and laid in a basin beside him. He had been 
thus treated because he had broken the order of his 
union, which had boycotted the docks and forbidden all 
work upon them.

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well, be disobayed, but this workman cut off his right 
hand and came with the bleeding stump before the mag- 
istrate and denounced him. After that the union prob- 
ably had no further trouble. 

We are accustomed to look upon China as the hell of 
the laboring man. There are, in fact, few places where 
such men have more rights and where their unions have 
more weight. It is true that hours are long and wages 
low, but these are conditions brought about by other 
things than the oppression of capital. As far as 1 
can see the officials are all afraid of the workingman, 
at 
home. In building railroads and establishing. factories 
the unions have to be fought. Even the Emperor is 
afraid of them, and Li Hung Chang, great as he was, did 
pot dare to fight them. A monument of the power of 
the boatmen’s union can be seen in the river just Op- 
posite, the great city of Tien-Tsin. It consists of a num- 
ber of stone piers, upon which the railroad from the sea- 
port and that from the coal mines were to cross into 
the city. The boatmen wanted the business of transfer- 
ring passengers and freight across the river; they ob- 
jected to this bridge and said the station should be on 
the bank of the Peiho. Li Hung Chang held out for a 
time, but the union was so strong that he at last put his 
station on the side of the river opposite the city, and 
there it is to this day. Li Hung Chang had an income 
which is supposed to have approximated a miilion dollars 
a year. These boatmen each made fifty cents or less per 
day, but combined they brought the great viceroy to 
terms. 


S!op Carriers and the Magis rates. 


— — 


Another instance of the power of such unions hap- 


pened shortly before I visited Nanking. That city has 
a population of 250,000. It is noted for its rich men, its 
dandies and its extravagant officials. There is a magis- 


trate there who has an income which runs high into 


the tens of thousands of dollars a year, and he naturally | 


feels his importance, for he stands at the top of the heap. 

At the very bottom of the Chinese social pile is the 
slop carrier. The cities here have no modern conven- 
lences, and all the garbage, dish washings and slops of 


every description are carried out of each house every 


day by men who have the special trade of slop carriers. 
These men carry the slops out through the city in great 
wogden buckets, each man having two buckets hung to 
the ends of a long pole which rests on one shoulder. 
They are often bare to the waist, and the buckets bob 
up and down as they swing along through the streets. 
Outside of the natural courtesy shown to the burden 
carrier by getting out of his way every sensible one 
steps aside for the slop man. 

Not long ago one of these fellows was trotting along, 
grunting as he went through one of the busiest streets 


of Nanking, when a magistrate strutted around a corner 


and was jostled by him. One of the buckets was spilled, 
and a part of the slop flew over the magistrate's gown 
of lavender satin. His Excellency became very angry. 
He ordered the slop man to be taken to jail and told him 
he would punish him severely. The next day there was 
no siop carried ouy of Nanking, for the slop men had 
struck; they refused to lift a bucket or permit anyone 
else to do so. It was the same next day, and in a short 
time the conditions were far worse than they would be 
in Boston or St. Louis if all the sewers were plugged 
and the garbage men prevented from working. The city 
stank so that even the Chinese could stand it no longer. 
They rose en masse and the magistraie had to give in. 

Similar strikes have recently occurred at Shanghal 
from the contractors Increasing the weight of the buck- 
ets in which the slops are carried. . 


How the Barbers Bulldozed Officials. 


The Barbers’ Union is one of the strongest in China. 
In our country many shave themselves, but this is almost 
impossible here, where shaving consists not only in 
taking the hair from the face, but from the whole of the 
head, except the spot on the crown where the pig tai! 
sprouts out. The barbers go about from place to place. 
carrying their tools with them. During the summer the 
most of the work is done in the open air, the barber 
usually tarrying his stool along with him. 

The trade is considered a menial one, and for a long 
time, according to custom, no barber's son was admitted 
to the literary examinations, through which alone of- 
fices are obtained. The barbers’ unions demanded that 
this be changed. They were refused in many places, 
but they carried their appeal higher and higher, with 
the threat of striking, until they at last got what they 
wanted. Had they struck they could easily have brought 
the province and empire to time. 

The barbers’ unions regulate wages in different dis- 
tricts. In the Ningpo district they charge $1 a week, 
and in certain other places they also regulate the prices 
of shaving. The Wenchow Barbers’ Union recently 
passed a law forbidding their members to shampoo their 
customers, and they have also an absolute rule that no 
barber shall clean ears during the last six days of the 
year. A part of every ordinary shave in China is the 
cleaning and scraping the ears. The barber has special 
tools for the purpose, and the operation takes time. At 
the last of the year all barbers are busy, for then every- 
body must be shaved, and the time saved through the 
omission of the ear cleaning adds considerably to the 
profits. 


They Smashed the Machines. 


The laboring men are much excited as to the foreign 
invasion. They fear that the introduction of modern 
machinery will decrgase work, and the officials are afraia 
of an uprising on this account. The workmen have al- 
ready destroyed much modern machinery. A Chinese 
from America Started a shoe factory not long ago. He 
imported some of our labor-saving tools, but the cob- 
blers broke in and smashed them: They reduced the 
shoe-sewing machine to scrap iron. The Shocmakers’ 
Union denounced the employer, and he had to quit busi- 
ness. Somes of the modern silk mills of Canton were 
similarly treated years ago, as were also cotton mills iu 
different parts of the empire. cee, 

Nevertheless, the Chinese quickly learn how to han-

They can 
do anything, and in the government workshops at 
Shanghai they have made steel rails and locomotives as 
well as all sorts of cannon and des. 


The Wheelbarrow Union. 


in opening up railroads our capitalists will have the 
opposition of the Cartmen’s Union, the Boatmen's Union 
and the Wheelbarrow Union. It seems strange to speak 
of a wheelbarrow union, but there are thousands of 
such organizations here, covering all parts of the coun- 
try. The wheelbarrows are the drays of the cities, and 
they are to a large extent the freight cars of the coun- 
try. They are used to carry passengers as well as 
freight, and the unions will oppose. the introduction of 
electric cars on the claim that they will injure their 
business. There are in Shanghai alone almost 5000 pas- 
Senger and cargo wheelbarrows, each of which pays 
1 license of 600 cash or about 75 cents per month. The 
license until within a short time was 400 cash, or 50 
cents a month, and the raising of it has now brought 
about a big strike on the part of the Wheelbarrow Union. 
The officials claim that the wheelbarrow men can easily 
pay this amount, as they make about $15 a month in sil- 
ver or $7 in gold, and that this is ample to keep themselves 
and their families. A similar strike took place some 
years ago, when the license fee was raised from 25 to 50 
cents a month. 


The Servants’ Unions. 


Among the curious unions are those of the men serv- 
I do not know that their 
rules extend to Chinese, but they are very rigid as to 
English, Germans and Americans. These servants take 
the place of the hired girls of our country. The mem- 
bers of their unions have regular meetings, in which 
they discuss their masters and mistresses and report 
upon them. If you dismiss a servant the union may 
boycott you, and it may be a year before you can get 
another. A lady friend of mine, a missionary, recently 
caught her boy stealing and discharged him. She em- 
ployed others, only to find them leaving after a few days 
on some plea or other. The director of the Pacific Mali 
steamship line had a Chinese boy who abused his little 
son. He discharged the boy and could not get another 
for a long time. One of the foreigners of Shanghai re- 
cently took a Wenchow man into his house as a servant. 
The Shanghai union objected and forty of its members 
broke into the house and took out the Wenchow man 
and thrashed him. The director’s wife sent out her 
riksha cooley to bring the police, but the union men set 
upon him and broke his arm. 

In these union meetings whenever a servant takes a 
new place he asks for a report on the master and mis- 
tress, and the other servants who have been employed 
there rise and give a full statement as to his or her 
habits, whether he or she is pleasant to live with, 
whether he or she drinks and whether there is a fair 
chance for cumshaw or commissions. Every servant, o! 
course, expects to make his percentage on all that comes 
into the house in the way of marketing, and 1 might 
also say to make as much more as he can. 


Our Minister as a Jam Eater. 


As a result of this principle the foreigners must watch 
their accounts very carefully to prevent overcharging. 
I know of one English bachelor whose servant brought 
him in a bill the other day charging him for three 
pounds of beef every day for a month. This was toc 
much beef for one man and the bachelor gagged. Con- 
sul-General Goodnow was charged with twenty cans of 
jam during a recent two weeks’ visit of Col. Conger, our. 
Minister to Peking. Now, the Consul-Genera! and his 
wife are both light jam eaters and Col. Conger eats no 
sweets whatever. So, when the bill was brought in by 
the sérvant, the Consul-General laughed and said: 

“See here, boy, how come this thing? Before time you 
have only three cans of jam every two weeks. Now have 
twenty cans. We no eat so much jam. This bill not 
right.“ 

“Oh, yes, master,” said the boy. “Bill alle litee. 
Peking master belong this side one week. He eatee 
plentee jam.” 5 

The truth was that Col. Conger ate no jam whatever, 
and the extra seventeen cans Was a pure squeeze on the 
part of the servant. Whether Mr. Goodnow stood it or 
not I don't know, } 


Low Wages and Long Hours. 


So far the unions of China have done very little as to 
fixing the hours of labor, although the weavers’ guilds 
here prohibit their men from working later than 9 
o'clock at night. The average day is twelve or more 
hours long and about the only holidays are at the end 
of the year. The invasion of foreign machinery has in- 
creased wages only at the ports. The pay everywhere 
is very low, ranging from three to ten cents à day for 
ordinary workmen and from eigateen to twenty-two 
cents for skilled laborers. In Fuchow coolies can be 
hired for from seventy-five cents to one dollar and a 
half a month, and good mechanics for ten to fifteen 
cents a day In other districts barbers are paid three 
cents, tailors ten cents, carpenters eleven cents and 
blacksmiths thirteen cents per day. : 

I have seen women making grass cloth who work 
about twelve hours for two cents; an old missionary 
tells me he can get ten men to work a whole day for 
him for a dollar and the contractor who goes out for the 
gang Will take 10 per cent. of their wages for hiring them 
Doctors hére are paid as high as 20 cents a visit: en- 
gravers get 10 cepts a day, and a troop of theater actors 
will play forty-eight hours for $30. Farm laborers re 
ceive from 10 to 15 cents a day during harvest time. 
Sometimes they are hired by the year at $12, with board 
and lodging thrown in. This is big pay.

HOW TO MOUNT THE LOVELY GROWTHS 
OF SHALLOW AND DEEP. 


By a Special Contributor. 


N UPPER world of crinkling, foaming blue, trans- 
lucent, billowy green, silver and gold, and beneath 
this the garden of the ocean springing to life and 
growth, generation after generation. Not all at the bot- 
tom of the sea, for, besides the plants inhabiting the lit-

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These drifting tangles are a breakwater, successfully | 


resisting and quieting the heavy onslaughts of white 
maned wave squadrons, but are a source of trouble and 
danger to ships and fishermen. The wastes, storm- 
torn and cast ashore, are sometimes used on this coast 
to enrich farming land; and a less quantity for other 
purposes. In other countries, Japan, China and Europe, 
sea-weed drift is carefully gathered up and utilized in 
the manufacture of certain kinds of food, of soap, glass, 
glue and in various other industries. Deep-sea drift is 
much richer than tide-growing cut weed; a ton of drift 
kelp is estimated to yield about ten pounds of iodine to 
the ton. 

The great kelps of the Pacific are two special plants; 
the one Macrocystis pyrifera has a stem yards upon 
yards in length—speciments have been found measuring 
700 feet—and a curious habit of splitting the paddle 
shaped tip as it climbs, and forming new fronds or 
leaves of the splinters. Its strap-like leaves are sup- 
ported by almond-shaped air vessels—the brown pods so 
often found in the sand on the beach. | 

The other, Nerocystis Lutkeana, or sea bladder of the 
North Pacific, stretches many fathoms in a_ single, 
smooth, round stem, terminating in a tuft of leaves re 
sembling “hazel switches.” Its stem serves the Alaskans 
for fishing lines, and on genial shores is the delight of 
children for skipping ropes and driving reins. The boy 
living long shore knows just where to cut off the bulb, 
insert a cornet mouthpiece, and thereon call forth soul- 
filling and “perfectly horrible” toots to celebrate New 
Year or the Nation's birthday. 

One species of kelp, the Great Elk kelp, is converted 
into artificial stag horns and other curios. 

As flowers are to trees, so the mosses are to the kelps; 
large, small, thick, delicate; running from ox-blood, 
scarlet, maroon to green, purple, cream, brown and al- 
most black; annuals and perennials, if you will. Even 


the pampas, everlastings and blind ferns are there—the 


sea cotton, gorgeous sponges (one of which is the frail- 
looking so-called “Venus's flower basket,” anchoring 
itself by fine-spun silver filaments) and the corals. 

Of the “mosses” or sea flowers the Oak Leaf is notice. 
able, because of its-large size, its thin, frail texture and 


' @ark-red color. The sea lettuce has a large leaf. ruf- 


fled like shirring and vivid green. The Rainbow's End 
has many fingers, is dark red, and when freshly gath- 
ered shines with shifting, glittering colors, and cannot 
be bleached to advantage. Some of the mosses found 
on the shore are mottled with dark red or black and 
pink, cream and white; these have been bleached by ex- 
posure to sun and air. Other varieties are not suscepti- 
ble to these changes. | 
June hath her roses and October her gorgeous chap- 
let; and in the marine garden, mosses and kelps whose 
petals and fallen leaves are riven by season and storm 
drift up redolent of mysteries of the deeps of the sea. 
Gathering sea moss is a witching lure to the coast, and 
cffers to the curio collector most beautiful and lasting 
souvenirs; for sea mosses, if properly cured and kept 
free from dust and light, will last unehanged for 
fifty years, at least. Anyone possessed of a little pa- 
tience can find unlimited and delightful pastime in col- 
lecting and arranging these mosses. The best specimens 
are to be found early in the morning, or before the sun 
has had time to wither and bleach them; or else, after 
a high tide, at any time in late winter and early spring, 
when Triton blows his sounding shell, for storms at sea 


often loosen and cast up drift when the shore is in per- 
fect calm. : 

To float out sea moss when sky, land and sea are call- 
ing one off and away, may possibly be “tejus” work; but 
never mind, just shake out the newly-gathered speci- 
mens, give them one dip in clean, fresh water and 
spread to dry in the shade. Turn them occationally till. 
thoroughly dry, then pack away. When a stormy day 
comes or a lonesome time, get out the mosses, and the 
hours will slip by on the fleetest of wings. 

These dry mosses must be soaked In cold water for an 
hour or more to freshen them. For “floating out” moss, 
as it is called, there are several methods; one of the 
simplest is this: Place a sheet of waxed paper in a pan, 
plate or tray, drop on it a bit of moss, pour over them 
a cup of water and arrange with a brush. ‘Sable or com- 
mon mucilage brushes are better than pins, toothpicks 
or other single-pointed instruments for successfully and 
quickly spreading these flowers; and any kind of paper 
will do, writing, Manila, or newspaper sheets, if slightly 
rubbed with oil or lard. 

If the piece of sea moss is too large or too thick, it 
must be made smaller; and as most kinds are very tough, 
it is better to use scissors or sharp knife-blade than to 
attempt breaking them Fine mosses, such as the lace, 
or little pitchers, require “fine work” that all the little 
tips may show off to advantage. Some others, the sea 
cotton, a green moss, must be cut away two-thirds. 

When the piece has been spread, gently sop up all the 
water with a sponge; turn the plate face to the wall ts 
drip; watching that it does not stand in a draught. 

Certain varieties of moss may be bleached from dark 
red to pink and white, from almost black to lavender 
and white, by placing the dish (new tin is best) of water 
and moss in the sunlight for an hour or two; boiling 
water with sal soda, or soap or baking powder poured 
over, will bring strange dyes into some kinds. The thick, 
large, liver colored weeds must be spread out, brushed 
on both sides with coal oil, laid between blotters or 
waxed paper, and placed under heavy weight; the 
process repeated in eight hours, and a third time, if 
necessary. 

The corallines—all kinds of sea “everlastings,” may be 
arranged on blotters, spreading such as Neptune’s beard, 
brown feathers, mermaid's locks, and holding them in 
place till the cover and weight are put on. 

Two large board covers, holding an unlimited supply 
of loose sheets of waxed paper, make the most service- 
able temporary book for holding completed specimens. 
| For mounting mosses there is needed, besides the 
mounts, a pair of small pincers, to pick up the bits of 
delicate fabrics that rumple with the slightest moisture, 
a knife-blade, scissors, and paste. The paste is made of 
gum tragacanth soaked in cold water. This paste does 
not color or diseolor anything upon which it is used; 
and it is spread upon the mount, not upon the moss. 

First, arrange the specimen or collection upon the 
mount; handling with the pincers; then deftly lift « 
part of the moss, brush the spot under it with the pasta 
and replace the moss; going in the same way from point 
to point till it bas all been gummed. Cover with waxei 
sheet and lay away till dry. If the result is not satie 


factory, one can try again; for there are oceans more t 
be had.

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THE ISLE OF PIN ES. 


AMERICANS ARE ALREADY DEVELOP- 
ING ITS RESOURCES. 


From a Special Correspondent, 


CEVA GERONA (Isle of Pines) Feb. 20.—The irre- 
N pressible American is making his way into every. 

out-of-the-way corner of the world. Here in this 
jong-abandoned haunt of the West Indian buccaneer he 
is taking up his abode and applying his restless energy 
to the pursuit of trade. Here in this island waif of the 
tropics he is planting his vine and fig tree, and with 
characteristic thrift beginning to work out the various 
problems of industry. Under the shadow of the gloomy 
old quartel, that for a century held within its dark con- 
fines the hapless victims of Spanish displeasure, there 
is a new sixty-five-room hotel, owned by Americans. A 
dentist from Tennessee has put out his shingle; a black- 
smith from Alabama says he is doing well; a Than from 
Iowa is selling groceries; a Pennsylvania capitalist is 
building an ice plant; a Georgia man has made a start in 
the turpentine business; there are several crange grow- 
ers from Florida and California who have commenced 
the culture of that fruit; one Pennsylvanian has cleared 
a large tract of land and will raise winter vegetables for 
sale in the States, while another man from the same 
State is preparing to quarry granite. In addition to 
these private ventures, there are several syndicates which 
have purchased immense tracts of land, and will cul- 
tivate, on a large scale, oranges, tobacco, and other 
products. 


Geography, Geology and Resources. 


The Isle of Pines is located just south of the western 
part of Cuba. It has about twelve hundred square miles 
of territory, being thirty miles wide and forty miles 
long. A lagoon, shallow and narrow in some places and 
a quarter of a mile wide at others, practically divides the 
island into two parts. The elevation of its highest moun- 


tain is 1700 feet. It has about twenty-five hundred in- 


habitants. A recent geological report states that the 
formation of the island is distinct from all other por- 
tions of the Antilles, although there is a probability of 
a closer relation between it and Pinar del Rio, the west- 
ern province of Cuba, than is generally thought. Its 
wealth consists, principally, of formations of rock, some 
_of which is fine enough for statuary purposes. The best 
quality of this stone is either pure white or dark gray. 
It is free of cracks or flaws and is situated in such a 
favorable manner that slabs of any desired size can be 


taken out. The beds vary from five to twenty-five feet 
in thickness. 

There are also large forests of valuable hard woods, 
such as mahogany, cedar and ebony, that heretofore have 
served no other purpose that to make firewood for the 
natives. The soil in the more favored parts is a rich 
loam, mixed with sand, and the climate is very desirable, 
so that almost everything that grows in tropical coun- 
tries, such as fruits, tobacco, coffee, rubber, sugar cane, 
etc.. can be produced. A fine quality of native grass 
that grows all the year, makes cattle growing an in- 
dustry of much promise. | : 


Only Two Pcstoffices. 


The capital and principal point on the island is Neuva 
Gerona. It is located about a mile and a half from the 
mouth of the Las Casses River. It has about eight hun- 
dred inhabitants and is growing rapidly. Santa Fé, 
thirteen miles distant from the capital, is the next place 
in the order of importance. The first government road 
built on the island connects these two towns. In addi- 
tion to what other claims they may have, these two 
places are distinguished by being the only postoffices on 
the island. Santa Fé has some mineral springs that are 
quite noted. A man from Arizona and several English 
people were very ready and willing to testify to benefits 
received during their sojourn there. Many. people from 
Havana frequent the place. 


A Tradition. 


— 


There ‘js a strange tradition in connection with the 
Hot Spring at Santa Fé. The solemn-faced native will 
tell you that in the very long ago, before the first ex- 
plorer or pilfering pirate came this way, there lived two 
powerful tribes of natives, one whose country was to 
the north and the other to the south. The men were 
very strong and given to the pursuits of war. When 
their canoes niet in combat the sea would be stained 
with the blood of the slain. In one tribe there was a 
prince, who, unlike his kind, was an advocate of peace. 
He counseled the warriors to refrain from conflict, draw- 
ing from nature examples to suétain his arguments. He 
said the trees on the heights, that were waging a con- 
stant battle with the winds, did not yield fruit; while 
those of the sheltered valleys were bountiful in their 
bearing. The doctrine of the young apostle of peace did 
not meet with the favor of his people. His father, the 
venerable chief, one day became so enraged with him 
that he plunged a dagger into his heart and left him 
dying on the sward. When the men of the tribe pre 
pared to remove the body of the unfortunate, yet wise 
and good, young man, they were astonished and alto- 
gether mystified to find beneath his body a spring of 
pure, sparkling water that was as warm as blood. This, 
the natives claim, was the origin of the present Hot 
Spring.

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ADVENTURE WITH 
. A CANADIAN LYNX.

HE ferocious and stealthy Canadian lynx, once 80 

dreaded by the early pioneers of Upper Canada, has 

now almost entirely disappeared from the province 
of Ontario, the banner province of the Dominion. But 
at the time of which I write, the lithe, fierce wild cats 
@ere more dreaded by the farming community than al! 
the other wild animals combined. Men who would cheer- 
fully tackle a bear if caught in the act of commiting 
petty larceny on the hog pen, would hesitate to interfere 
with the operations of a lynx among the chicken roosts. 
A bear sometimes had the grace to feel ashamed of his 
lawless conduct, but the lynx was ever a brazen-facod 
desperado, ready to do battle with its terrible claws the 
moment it came to close quarters. 

When I was a freckle-faced urchin of 10 years, with a 
chronic sore toe done up in a rag, and a likewise chronic 
aversion to taking a bath anywhere but in the “swim- 
ming-hole” at the creek, I used to make myself useful 
on a neighboring farm during the harvest when the long 
summer school vacation days gave me plenty of leisure. 
My father had plenty of other boys to assist in his own 
farming operations, whereas Providence had most in- 
considerately insisted in bestowing rosy-cheeked daugh- 
ters upon the neighboring farmer, who would have pre- 
ferred big. raw-boned sons, who could swing a scythe 
and handle a yoke of oxen. When I say a néighboring 
farmer, his farm was really about three miles distant, 
which was about as close as neighbors got in those 
days. 

Toward the end of harvest—and harvest in those slow- 
going days lasted well into August—I had completed a 
long week in the hot wheat fields, and when Saturday 
night came I was paid my $1.50 in silver. Twenty-five 
cents a day and board was considered princely wages 
for a lad of my age in those days, although, looking at 
it now, and remembering that a day’s work began at 
daybreak and ended at sundown, it seems as though the 
money was fairly earned. 

It was growing dusk when I received my money, and 
proudly tying it up in my handkerchief, said “good- 
night” and started for home, to pour my little pile of 
earnings into my mother’s lap the happiest moment of 
the week. The farmer tried to persuade me to remain 
over night on various pretenses, though it was not till 
afterward 1 learned that he was uneasy lest I should en- 
counter a lynx on the road homeward, as it had been 
rumored that several had been seen and heard in the 
neighborhood that very week.. However, he didn't men- 
tion lynx to me, and while I would have preferred to 
stay, I could not postpone the pleasure of handing my 
earnings over to mother, seeing her pleased smile, and 
hearing her fond words of praise. I was only a mere 
lad, and mother’s praise was still sweet to me. 

Down the dusty road I pattered in my bare feet, as the 
sun sank behind the forest of beach and maple in the 
west. The long shadows of the tall trees faded away, 
and gave place to the gloom of twilight. I whistled some 
to keep up my courage, but somehow it had a weird and 
dismal sound, and I gave it up.

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GENERAL STAFF CORPS. 


THE PURPOSE AND THE FUNCTIONS 
OF SUCH A BODY. 


By a Special, Contributor. 


F SECRETARY ROOT’S radical measure, now before 
Congress, looking to the reorganization of certain 
branches of the staff in general of the army and also 
to the creation of a general staff corps” becomes a law, 
it will at once put us on a par with the Prussian service 


im principle. 


To Sweden is accredited the origin of the general staff 
corps, the directive force that made possible many of 
that country’s early military achievements; but to 
Prussia under the Great Elector and to Prussia under 
her successive rulers, goes the palm for the develop- 
ment of that corps in the truest and fullest sense of the 
term 

The term “staff.” as used in the army, is apt to be 
confusing to the layman. The men that do the actual 
fighting—the artillery, cavairy, and infantry—are called 
the “line,” i. e., line of battle, while the men that feed, 
clothe, equip, house, pay, and physic the fighters are 
termed the “staff.” 

The aides—from the line—and the staff officers iden- 


tified with a brigade or division commander are also 


termed staff. The “general staff — not staff of a general 


As a body of officers forming the central office of the 


army of a nation, and upon them rests the burden of 
outlining future campaigns, directing administrative pol- 
icies of the army, and gathering all possible information 
about. the armies. and the territories of other coun- 
tries which my be the object and theater of future con- 
flict. 


Von Moltke Was Ready 


Most of us have been told how the great Moltke, when. 
informed that the French had determined upon war in 
1870, simply directed that file number so-and-so should 
be taken from the general staff archives, and therein 
was found a detailed scheme of Prussian operation. 
Eight years before, when trouble was brewing with Den- 
mark, Roon, the military business man of the kingdom, 
asked Moltke whether he had considered the case of war 
with Denmark. “Certainly,” replied Moltke, and out- 
lined with elaborate fullness the plan that two years 
later was put in operation. 

Moltke had served an apprenticeship of twenty-five 
years in the department of the general staff of the Prus- 
sian army before he was chosen for its head, and then 
he was picked out because of his great ability as a 
strategist. He had not only digested the fruiis of the 
intelligence department of his army, but he had pitted 
them against his own resources and planned his own 
moves accordingly. How well he planned, the German 
Empire attests today. 

Without discussing conditions, the fact is that our 
military organization has never had anything really akin 
to a general staff corps, and the creation of such a dl- 
rective force is at once essential and prime to the ef- 
ficient working of our army in the future. Some wise 
saws—probably applicable as long as man shall inhabit 
this earth—have been sadly overlooked during periods of 
national calm and prosperity, and none more so than that 
of “In time of peace prepare for war.” 

Modern war and modern military conditions imply 
complex considerations not to be hurried in the moment 
of strife. Haste is possible only after thorough, 
painstaking preparation, and speedy performance may 
be the outcome of years, perhaps, and always long, long 
months of careful study and planning. In time of peace, 
the burden of this foresight should fall upon the gencral 
staff, administrative performance being naturally left 
to the departments affected; while in time of war the 
directive work becomes at once the task of the general 
staff in ali its ramifications. 


New Conditions Have Arisen. 


in the days when armies" were small and the theater 
of operation was likewise limited, it was possible for a 


- commanding general to personally supervise the work- 


ings of his force, while the hard-and-fast fighting forma- 
ticns commonly in vogue made it no exceptional task te 
direct the movements of his mon, knowing pretty well 
what his enemy was bound to do. With the growth of 
armies, the widening of the field of operations, and 


_ Changing tactics in the several countries, it became im- 


possible for one man to efficiently direct by personal 
observation the movements of his troops. To his aides— 


up to that time hardly more than mere dispatch bearers 


—fell the duty of acquainting him with the state of af- 
fairs upon the wings of his army, and later it became 
necessary to choose these aids from men of experience 
men that could see the force of an opportunity and issue 
orders upon the spot, as though vested with the persona} 
initiative of the conmanding general. This carried with 
it an assumption of training and special ability, and was 
the beginning of the general staff. 

Some military writers have tried to define “strategy” 
and “tactics,” but they are so interwoven in the hour of 
etrife that it is hard to tell where one ends and the 
other begins. Of the tactical side, involving the per- 
formance of military movements, or evolutions in the 
stricter sense, it is plain that no very exalted military 
skill is needed to carry them out sucressfully; but to tell 
just when those movements will most affect the results 
and order them performed, is the province of strategy. 
In broad terms, then, the plan of campaign is strategy. 
and the details of battle tactics. To the general staff is 
left the first entirely, and to the division commander the 
second, with certain linwtation of staff control. To de- 
velop this art of direction is the prime purpose of the 
present bill, and even though it may not become a law 
in its present detail,.if the germ survive, the military 
arm will be all the better.

The General Pian. 


By immediate operation, the general commanding the 
army is to become the chief of the general staff, and 
with bim are to be aseociated one major-general, one 
brigadier-general, four colomeis, six lieutenant-colenels, 
twelve majors. and twelve captains. To these men will 
be given the direction of the collecting of information 
dealing with foreign armies, their equipments and re- 
sources, the study of military geography and the prep- 
aration of maps giving the fullest particulars about 
roads, rivers, ports, landing places, and the like, and the 
agriculture facilities from a foraging point of view. 
Military history will be the work of some; while others, 
detailed to do duty as archivists, will have charge of the 
great mass of data when reduced to the basis of future 
campaigns. With this information, in all its several 
fields, reduced to tabular form, the chief of staff and his! 
immediate subordinates will patiently work out schemes 
of campaign for future battles. 

The plan, once established, will be filed away, and, f:om 
time to time, as the military equipments or conditions 
of the several armies change, the scheme will be over- 
hauled and brought up to date. If a new magazine rifle 
of greater power and capacity be introduced in a rival 
army, or some better means.of transportation for sup- 
plies developed therein. the fighting force becomes an- 
other quantity, and perhaps the whole plan would have 
to be changed and another line of operations chosen. 

The political tendency of our own country must be 
considered—political is not here used in the sense of 
faciion—and a military equipment recommended in ac- 
cord therewith, that, should opposition be met abroad, 
we shall be in a position to confront that foreseen op- 
position with a proper display and that in the direction 
where the possible enemy may feel it most. 


Germany's Methods. 
The bill contemplates a detail of only*four years for

In the German army the general 
staff appointments are worked in als way: Each year 
a compctitive examination is held for admission to the 
War Academy. The requirements are that the officers 
shall have good records, good general educations, and 
have seen at least three years’ service with troops.

ing. The number annually admitted is from 100 to 150. 
The course lasts three years, and about 400 student of- 
ficers are maintained during that term. The students of 
the two junior classes are assigned for three months 
during both summers to regimental duty with an arm 
of the service different from their own, £0 tuat on reach- 
ing the senior class the officers have all had practical 
service with infantry, cavalry, and artillery. The fourth 
summer, or that of the senior class, is taken up by a gen- 
eral staff journey, in which they are tested in all that 
they have been taught. Upon graduation, all the officers 
return to their own regiments, where they remain until 
the following spring, when about twenty of the 140 


bationary period of from one to three years, at the end 
of which some of them are transferred td the general 
staff and others, not deemed brilliant enough, are re- 
turned to the line. A temporary return to regimental 
duty from time to time is compulsory for all the general 
staff officers. 

Because of this training. genera) staff officers in the 
Prussian army are generally regarded as mentally and 
professionally superior to all the other officers. They 
are scientists, and, at the same time, practical; and hav- 
ing come from the troops and having kept up their in- 
timate connection with them, enjoy the respe t and con- 
fidence of the latter in a high degree. As this distine- 
tion does not depend upon the accidents of birth, wealth. 
or influence, but solely upon their own merit, it is nearly 
impossible for a Prussian officer to become a general 
without having served on the general staff. 


Ocr Four Post-graduate Schools, 

‘The public is not generally aware that the army has 
four service post-graduate schools, at which the young 
officer receives elementary instruction in theory and 
practice. The artillery school is @ Fort Monroe, Va.; 
the engineer schoo! of application—heretofore at Willis 
Point—at Washington, D. C.; the school of submarine 
defenses, at Fort Totten, N. Y.; and the school of ap- 


plication for cavalry and field artillery at 
Fort Riley, Kan. Heretofore, the young of- 
ficers that have been sent to the officers’ 


schools have been men that could best be spared 
from their regiments and not the men always best fitted 
to take an advanced.course. The reason for this has 
been one of administrative need. The bright youngster 
that showed at once the natural soldier, too soon made 
himself a needed factor in regimental life, while the 
duller brother, falling less readily into the ways of army 
life. was spared to take the special course. These men, 
while dignified perhaps on the honor rolls of these 
schools; have seldom equaled their brighter brothers 
who have remained with their regiments, while the 
few with natural aptitude, that have taken the course, 
have shown marked advantage of their selection.

His Daily Diet. 

The daily menu of the Pontiff consists of a cup of 
coffee with milk, a roll and no butter for his breakfast. 
At dinner, there is soup, plain meat, fried vegetables and 
chicken croqueties fried in butter as only the Romans 
know how, pastry and one glass of Burgundy. At 6 
o'clock, a cup of bouillon, and at supper a little cold 
meat. Fruit is always on the table. especially pears; a 
mall cup of coffee with a little sugar is taken during the 
day, now and then. The dish best liked by His Holiness 
is pasta made specially for the Vatican table by the nuns 
of Santa Maria. This is made from new-laid eggs and 
flour of the finest quality. 

The Pope has a preconceived idea of how he desires 
to have his portrait appear, says an artist who has twice 
painted His Holiness. “Squaring himself in his scat, his 
hand upraised, with two fingers extended as in the act 
of benediction, a conventional smile drawing baek his 
colorless lips, he would sit motionless for a moment, 
‘stiffening every muscle as we all do in photogriphic ex- 
pectancy; then abandoning it, “Voila, Mon Enfant!” he 
would exclaim, with an atc or triumph.

A large number are employed at the Vatican for th 
sole purpose of keeping the Pope's wardrobe in perfect 
condition. No spot or stain may disfigure the garments 
worn by His Holiness, and, as he always appears in 
white, a few hours’ wear deprives the robes of their 
freshness. It is considered that no man’s hand is dainty 
enough for their care, so in this one respect, women are 
permitted to serve the Pontiff. Only the most delicate 
materials are used, moire silk being the summer fabric 
and a specially-woven fine cloth in the winter one. 

During the Holy Year, 1900, the Pope officiated at sev- 
enty functions in St. Peter's; he received 225 pilgrim- 
ages; he spoke to over four thousand personages, to 
whom he gave audience; he izsued eight encyclicals, he 
wrote twenty apostolic letters and composed several 
poems. “A Prayer to Christ was the prayer written for 
the beginning of the new century. During the pontificate 
of Leo XIII, 134 cardinals have died, only four are still 
alive, who were his fellow-cardinals under Pius IX. | 
Opening the Porta Santa. : 


One of the most elaborate of Roman ceremonies, is 
that of opening Porta Santa, or Holy Door. This is the 
door leading from the porch into the Cathedral of St. 
Peter. The ceremony was performed by the Pope in 
person, on Christmas eve, 1899, and closed on Christmas 
eve, 1900. During the Holy, or Jubilee Year, when it was 
open, all pilgrims, who desired to profit by the p .y 
indulgence of the Pope, passed through the door. she 
ceremony had its origin in the ceremonial opening of 
the Golden Gate of the City of Jerusalem, on Palm Sun 
day, which occurred for many: centuries until that city 


fell into the hands of the Turks, and was founded on a 
tradition that our Lord passed through that gate of the 
city at the time of his triumphal entry on Palm Sunday, 
when the gate opened of its own accord. 

The opening and closing of the Porta Santa is attended 
with imposing ceremonial, preceded by a procession in 
which the Pope, the cardinals and distinguished royal, 
diplomatic and other visitors take part. Arrived at the 
door, the Pope goes down from the throne, on which he 
is borne in procession, and armed with a silver hammer, 
strikes the wall in the doorway, which has been pre- 
viously loosened so that it falls away at once inwards. 
In a moment the débris is cleared away by the attend- 
ants, who are present for the purpose. Bareheaded and 
with torch in hand, the Pope then passes through the 
door, followed by the others in procession, and proceed- 
ing to the high altar sings the first vespers of Christmas 
Day. At the closing of the door, a year hence, there is 
a similar ceremonial. The stones used for the filling in 
the door are each inscribed with appropriate scriptura) 
texts.

Ceremony When a Pope Dies. 


— : —— 


When the papal physician announces that the Pope 
has died, the deors pf the Vatican are closed and en- 
trance and exit refused to ail persons, itil the tra- 
ditional ceremony of thrice rapping with a silver ham- 
mer the cold brow of the deceased has been performed. 
It is then announced in Latin: | 

“The Pope is dead; the chair of Peter is vacant.” 

It is a rule that the election of the new Pontiff shall 
not take place until the cardinals throughout the world 
shall have time to repair to Rome. Conclaves for the 
election of a Pope were formerly held in the Quirinal, 
but that place now being the abode of the Italian sov- 
ereign, the election takes place in the Vatican. When 
the day for opening the conclave arrives, the cardinals, 
with a secretary and body servant for each, proceed to a 
secluded wing of the palace, where they are walled up 
by masons, all communication with the outer world be- 
ing thus cut off. The conclave generally lasts about 
three days, sometimes longer. Its termination is sig- 
nified to those without by the appearance of smoke from 
a certain chimney. This smoke is caused by the burning 
of the ballot papers. Then the masons undo their handi- 
work and the name of the new Pontiff is announced. 
When Gregory was elected in the thirteenth century, the 
seventeen cardinals who formed the conclave were not 
only shut up against their will, but over their heads, the 
top of the building in which they met was removed by 
citizens, to hasten their deliberations. 

The seal ring worn by a Pope is shattered with a ham- 
mer when the wearer dies, to prevent its use on a forged 
document. The seal is used by the Pope on all official 
documents, to which his signature is attached; the ring 
is engraved with a fish, one of the sacred symbols, and 
the cipher of the wearer. , 

In his will, it is understood that the Pope has named 
his successor. Cardinal Gotti is generally thought to 
have Leo XIII's preference in the matter. The papal 
power being absolute, involves the right of naming @ 
successor. | 


VAGARIES CF ANIMALS. 


PROPOSAL TO GROW OYSTERS ON TREES—ROOKS 
THAT FIGHT FOR NESTS. 


[Chicago News:] The British government conducts 
a turtle farm at Ascension Island. January in each 
year sees the commencement of the turtle season, which 
does not, as a rule, last more than three months. All 
turtles caught at Ascension Island are the property of 
the crown, and are only sent to England and other 
places for disposal as directed by the admiralty, in 
whose hands the government of the whole island prac- 
tically rests. The particular species which favors Ascen- 
sion with its visits is the green turtle, from whose green 
fat and portion of the fins that particular brand of soup 
is made which is proverbially associated with the ban- 
quets of London’s civic dignitaries. 

Many people still smile when they hear travelers talk 
of oysters that grow on trees, just as long ago sailors 
were laughed at when they came home with stories of 
flying fish. Both are real enough, however, and the 
tree oyster is of delicious taste, if voyagers through the 
tropics are to be believed. At a conference recently 
held in Barbados, J. E. Duerden of Jamaica, an eco- 
nomic scientist of some note, brought forward an in- 
teresting proposal for increasing and improving the cul- 
tivation of tree oysters, and as there is a rich field 
in nearly all the West India Islands and along the coast 
of Central America something may come of the scheme. 
These oysters cling to the branches of the mangrove. 

When the English rooks are building their nests fre- 
quently a rookery is disturbed by big quarrels over the 
placing of those huge bundles of sticks in the tree tops. 
The trouble occurs mostly with young birds wishing to 
place their nests too near an old nest. A council of 
rooks is called, with the result that the disputants' nests 
are soon scattered to the winds and the claimant and the 
defendant both have to begin a new foundation. Some- 
times there is a disturbance on a more limited scale when 
a pair of birds do their very best to pull the sticks from 
the nest of another pair, each of the contending parties 
doing all they can to prevent the other from building. | 
Rooks are curiously weather wise and they scent a 
coming storm and set to work to repair and strengthen 
their nests before that imminent gale has been evident 
to the farmer. The rook’s powers of sight and hearing 
are remarkable.

1THOUT light there could have been no life.

These imperfect lenses and retinae, like all vestigial 
structures throughout the animal world, and like ancient, 
decayed sign posts, pointing out some nearly obliterated 
path now unworn and disused. 

Thus in the differing conditions of the eyes in this or 
that individual we have an epitome of the developmental 
history of the species they represent. The first step in 
the loss of eyes s a decrease in the number of facts and 
their corresponding lenses and retinae;: after a few 
generations the facets become reduced to only four or 
five; the eye is useless, sight has nearly gone; then all 
at once, perhaps after only a few generations, as a result 
of the continual disuse, there is a failure in forming 
images, and those complicated elaborate structures, the 
optic ganglia and optic nerves, suddenly break down and 
are absorbed, though vestiges of the external eye re- 
main. 

The result of change of environment, with disuse and 
atrophy of the organs of vision, together with the inher- 
itance of these defects and their establishment as fixed 
specific and even generic characters, results in the cre-

That this not mere theory is the discovery of good, if 
not complete evidence that the abundant myripod of 
Wyandotte and Caster caves has directly descended from 
a common and widely-distributed out-of-doors form. 


Cave Au mals Colorless. 


All cave animals are colorless or bleached, with the 
loss of eyesight and of the nervous stimulus of light, the 
coloring matter or pigment of the skin becomes lost. 
This is observed in many other animals which live in 
partial or total darkness. And this with their attenu- 
ated, lean bodies and limbs adds to their weird, ghostly 
appearance. 

In nearly every cave where the eyes are atrophied, the 
tactile sense is enhanced, and the body becomes slen- 
derer and the limbs much longer. 

To compensate for the loss of eyesight, the sense of 
touch is exalted. The antennae and legs are sometimes 
of immense length, serving as so many feelers. Besides 
this long tactile hairs often radiate from the body. De- 
prived of eyes, cave animals in general are much more 
wary and guarded in their movements than their allies 
which enjoy good eyesight. It is interesting when one 
is on his knees or lying prostrate on the floor of a cave 
to see how the blind beetles act. In fact, they creep 
or run about very much like their eyed allies above; and 
this is due to their enhanced tactile sense. 

Another sense which is developed to make up for the 
loss of eyesight is that of smell. It has been found that 
the olfactory rods of certain blind crustacae, including 
the crayfish, are longer and better developed than those 
provided with eyes. ? 


Crayfish also Dull of Hearing. 


On the other hand we have found that in the blind 
crayfish the sense of hearing must be much dulled. The 
auditory sacs or ears of the blind crayfish are about a 
third smaller, while the auditory hairs in these sacs are 
greatly reduced in size. Hence we infer that the ears 
of the blind crayfish are degenerate, and that the sense 
of hearing is greatly blunted, if not lost. 

In other forms, as the blind fish, certain sense papillae 
are developed on the end of the upper jaw; in the nearly- 
blind spalax of Western Asia certain hairs around the 
mouth are endowed with a delicate sense of touch. In 
insects, mites and other forms tactile hairs have arisen 
to make up for the loss of sight. 

The eyes are normal in embryos and larger inthe young 

than in the adult. The eyes of blind crayfish are wel) 
known to be larger in the young than in the adult. It 
has been found that the embryo of shrimp living in the 
Adelsberg Cave are provided in the egg with eyes. 
The blind shrimp (Callianassa) which lives in deep 
holes on our shores, and whose eyes are without pig- 
ment and smaller in proportion to the body than those 
of the blind crayfish, has young which, before hatching. 
have black pigmented eyes, which can be seen through 
the egg shell. 3 3 


Sightless Fish of This Coast. 


In a burrowing sightless fish on the California coast. 
the embryo has eyes differing, says Eigenmann, “in ne 
way from the eye of the other fish embryos.” The 
Protens of Adelsberg Cave has vestiges of eyes, but in 
the young they are more distinct and somewhat larger 
than in the adult. : 

In these cases we have the simplest and clearest pos- 
sible proof of the descent of these blind animals from 
ancestors which lived above ground in the light, and 
which had perfect eyes. 

It is evident that the caves we have cited and many

As we stated in another place. such forms as we have 
instanced, forced to live in peculiar habitats or stations 
remote from their congeners were prevented from cross- 
ing with others of their species. Very soon, owing to 
isolation, the swamping effects of intercrossing whoily 
ceased, and only those in which the eyes had begun to 
degenerate or had already degenerated can interbreed.

Already it is well known that the 
Proteus kept in light gradually becomes somewhat 
darker; the pigment cells forming anew. Whether so 
elaborate and complex structures as eyes can be restored 
remains yet to be proved. . 

Most interesting results may be expected from the ex- 
tensive underground laboratory established by M. Ar- 
mand Vire in the catecombs of Paris. Year before last 
we were showed through these strange underground 
passages, dark as night, by M. Vire. Here are all 
the conditions of cave life. It was a hot day, but in de- 
scending into the catecombs by an entrance under the 
orangery in the Jardin des Plantes, we soon were in the 
pasages, dark, not too dry, water having been introduced, 
and with an even temperature through winter and sum- 
mer. Here had been colonized insects, mites, spiders, 
myripods, with fishes and salamanders. Besides this 
bacyinologican studies can be pursued in these under- 
ground galleries; also experiments with the X-rays. 
There is no reason why such a laboratory as this should 
not be maintained for many years, and the results, we 
need not add, will be of high interest.

A Wartime Souvenir. 


“Hy ERE’S what you might’ call a genuine souvenir 
spoon,” remarked a pleasantly-colloquial gentle- 
man in a large china store in New Orleans to a 
Northern tourist. “As you see, it is an old silver-plated 
teaspoon, marked ‘Mary Keene,’ and its history runs 
back before the Civil War. Just before the war began, 
a popular river man down South built a steamboat, to 
run between Yazoo City and New Orleans.

Gen. Miles’s Abdominal Wound. . 
88 after the attempt upon the life of the late Pres- 

ident McKinley at Buffalo some army officers were 
diseussing in the office of Lieut.-Gen. Miles the per- 
centage of recovery from abdominal wounds, when the 
general took part in the conversation. “I presume,” he 
said, “I am one of the few persons so wounded that ever 
recovered. On May 3, 1863, while beating back at the 
head of my regiment a rush was made by Anderson's 
men on Hooker’s left wing near the Chancellorsville 
House. I was struck by a minie ball, which penetrated 
my abdomen an inch and a half to the left of the navel, 
tore through the intestines and lodged in the muscles 
of the back. When the surgeon of the regiment reached 
me I asked him how jong I had to live. Ina tone which 
I thought was very unconcerned he replied, ‘About forty- 
elght hours.’ I doubted the veracity of the surgeon on 
the spot, and told him that I did not think it was so 
bad as that. He refused to argue the matter with me, 
and, with the aid of an assistant, proceeded to probe for 
the ball and then sew me up. Left to my meditations, I 
determined to fool the doctor. As the days passed my 
temperature subsided, the wound healed as nicely as 
could have been expected, and in three months’ time I 
was on my feet again. The ‘Medical History of the Civil 
War’ has a full history of the case, which is set down 
as a most remarkable recovery from an intestinal 
wound.”—[Philadelphia Ledger.

Francisco, Cal., whose name is as familiar through 
the Rockies as Lydia Pinkham's is in New Engand, ar- 
rived at the New Willard yesterday, dressed in a sort 
of Joaquin Miller-Buffalo Bill-John A. Joyce costume.

“In the first place, never shoot at a bear whose eleva- 
tion is higher than yours, unless you are an unfailing 
shot and a fleet runner. The reason for this precaution 
is threefold. In the first place, unless you are accus- 
tomed to shooting at objects above you, you are almost 
sure to shoot too low. The difference in elevation de- 
ceives your aim. In the second place, a wounded bear 
is much more liable to charge downhill than he is to 
charge uphill. In the third place, if the bear does not 
charge and happens to come in your. direction, the 
chances of his getting you are much greater if he's com- 
ing downhill, because he will be able to hold out much 


“Right here I want to tell you an experience I had 
with a grizzly. I encountered one late one afternoon and 
shot him straight through the heart with a Winchester 
ball, which inflicts a vicious wound. Well, sir, that bear 
kept after me for 600 yards, in spite of having a hole 
through his heart an inch or an inch and a half in diam- 
eter. I never traveled so fast in my life. At the end of 


course, he fell dead, but it was as close a call as 1 want

again ‘for quite a while.’ Other hunters have told me 
of shooting bear through the heart and having them stay 
on their feet for half a mile. The great vitality of the 
animal and its natural intense clinging to life make

GOLD FROM GOLDFISH. 


A SCIENTIFIC DISCOVERY DISCLOSED TO 
TWO KANSAS MEN.

OSEPA P. RYAN, the ticket agent of the Desbrosses 
J Street Station of the Pennsylvania Railroad, lis-

TELEPHONE POLES FOR EGYPT. 

The Telephone Company of Egypt, limited, operating 
a large telephone system in Egypt, has experienced 
great difficulty in securing a suitable pole. The climate 
of the country is so hot and dry that good timber to use 
for a pole line for the transmission of an electric current - 
does not grow, and timber imported from other coun- :

HALLIWELL-PHILIPS COLLECTION FOR AMERICA. 

A Yahkee collector of rare Shakespearean volumes aus 
relics has purchased the famous Halliwell-Phillps coHec- 
tion of Birmingham, and many rare libraries in England 
and Scotland at fabulous prices, to be transferred to the 
United States. The purchaser, Marsden J. Perry, of 
Providence, R. I., has now assembled the finest collec- 
tion of Shakespearean works in America, probably in 
the world} with the possible exception of that in the 
British Museum. His collection is at present housed in 
a historic old colonial mansion in Providence, originally 
the Joseph Brown estate. 

Mr. Perry intends to install the collection perma- 
nently in the even more famous Brown-Gammel man- 
sion, the finest colonic] mansion in America, which he 
has just purchased. The Perry collection contains 20,000 
volumes. As much as $1000 has been paid for a single 
volume. The Halliwell-Philips collection alone was pur- 
chased for $25,000, while fully as much more was spent 
in purchases at the sale of the Augustin Daly collection. 
Many of the purchases were made in the face of the 
keenest oppositiog, against famous authors and actors, 
including Sir Henry Irving, Hall Caine and others.

A MACHINE BY WHICH MARVELOUS 
RESULTS ARE OBTAINED.

ASHINGTON (D. C.) Feb. 24.—An_ instrument 
which will weigh thoughts ard dreams or which 
will measure the cxact amount of sleep an in- 
dividual is enjoying is a unique product of the instru- 
ment maker’s art now being sold to various gymnasiums, 
psychologic labo: atories and other institutions. 
I recently bad my thoughts weighed by this device and 
I have before mo the scientific report of 2 specialist, 
who, by its aid, has been weighing the dreams of men. 
Blood, after all, is the food for thought. Sleep is now 
known to occur only when the brain is drained of blood. 
By some experimenters dreams are believed to be caused 
by swall quantities of blood left in the vessels of the 
cerebrum—quantitics insufficient to impair sleep en- 
tirely. ashe skulls of dogs have been trephined, and the 
buttons of bone removed have been replaced by watch 
crystals. A specialist lately found a girl who had ac- 
cidentally lost a portion of the front of her skull and a 
part of whose brain was exposed.

Weighing Dreams. 

Prot. Angelo Mosse, who devised this instrument has 
this to say of his results obtained with its eid: 

“If one speaks of a person while he is lying on the 
balance. horizontally, in equilibrium and perfectly quiet, 
it inclines immediately toward the head. The legs be- 
come lighter and the head heavier. This phenomenon 
is constant, whatever pains the subject may take not to 
move. however he may endeavor not to alter bis breath- 
ing or to suspend it temporarily, however he may en- 
davor not to speak or do anything which may produce 
a more copious flow of blood to the brain. 

“It was always a pleasant sight for my colleagues, vis- 
iting me during my researches, when they found some 
friend or acquaintance sleeping on the balance. In the 
afternoon hours, which I preferred for my investigations, 
it often happened that one of them would grow drowsy 
and be rocked to sleep by the uniform oscillation of this 
scientific cradle. Scarcely had someone, about to enter, 
touched the handle of the door than the balance inclined 
toward the head, remaining immovable in this position 
for five, six or even ten minutes, according to the dis- 
turbance produced in the sleep. Often, after waking, the 
blood was no longer distributed in the same manner.

“Count the flashes of the mirrors, take deep breaths 
and try to go to sleep,” was the third command. Again 
I did as I was told. The deep breaths set the machine 
to rocking like a cradle. Gradually | grew drowsier and 
- drowsier and ——. The curve on the smoked paper told 
the tale. As Morpheus, summoned by the heliograph 
message of the flashing hypnotic mirrors, bad ap- 
proached nearer and nearer, my head had risen more 
and more until finally I lay still, the board settling at 
an incline descending toward my feet.

It is possible with this e instrument to compare 
mental processes as they have never been compared be- 
fore. Thus it may be made to show whether multiply- 
ing 789 by 56 brings more blood to the brain than mul- 
tiplying the same by 26; whether the brain which is 
working out a problem in trigonometry weighs more 
than one which is following the labyrinthian lines of 
a puzzle in geometry; whether happy thoughts weigh 
more or less than unhappy thoughts and, perchance, 
whether naughty thoughts are weightier than those 
which are pure and virtuous. 

Dreams might be compared, too, and it might be of 
scientific interest to learn whether there really are such 
phenomena as unconscious. dreams, as Prof. Mosse sug- 
gests. 

It has been discovered, by aid of this instrument, that 
if a man balanced on the board will concentrate his 
mind on the thought—vividly imagine, in other words— 
that he is runing, dancing or kicking his legs, a flow of 
blood to the latter will result.

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ROME’S SACRED RELICS. 


RARE AND PRICELESS ARTICLES IN 
THE ANCIENT CAPITAL. 


Rome Correspondence Chicago Record-Herald 


WISH that somebody had the disposition, the abil- 
ity and the patience and faith to make a list of the 
relics of Christ and those of the apostles and early 

saints in Rome, with the traditions attached to each. It 
would not only be a volume of absorbing interest, but an 
important addition to history, because, while many of 
them are no doubt bogus, several, perhaps a large num- 
ber, have some sort of association with the persons 
whose names they bear. For several years I have been 
collecting material with the idea of publishing such a 
book, but it would be impossible for any one to do the 
subject justice in short visits to Rome and other cities 
where the relics repose. Those in Rome alone would 
require several months of careful investigation, with 
continual references to the library of the Vatican, which 
is rich in manuscripts and printed authorities. The 
library of the Palace of St. John Lateran is also a mine 
of interest, and in some respects is more valuable than 
that of the Vatican, because it is older. In fact, nobody 
knows what the library of the Lateran contains. The 
r residence of the Popes after Con- 


stantine until the Middle Ages, and the accumulation of 
books, manuscripts and records is so great that nobody 
ever took the trouble to examine or even catalogue them. 

The Ohurch of St. John Lateran is also rich in relics. 


I wrote you the other day of several of them, the sacred 
stairs that led to the council chamber in which Jesus was 
tried in the house of Pilate, the table from which the 
Last Supper was eaten, and the heads of Peter and Paul. 
In addition to these, in the cloister of the monastery ad- 
joining the Basilica, is the well of Samaria,’ which, the 
attending monk tells you, was brought from Palestine to 
Rome by the Empress Helena. He conveys that informa- 
tion with a serious face, and has been in the habit of 
doing so all hig life; everybody, of tourse, smiles, and 
irreverent visitors make jokes about it. But the monk is 
all right; he does not mean what he says. He has no 
suspicion of the humor in his story, and does not expect 
that any one will believe that the Empress Helena pulled 
up the well at Samaria and brought it over to Rome. It 
was only the beautiful marble well curb that she brought, 
one of the most exquisite pieces of early carving in 
existence. 

It stands in the center of a lovely cloister, and around 
it are several] other relics of doubtful authenticity. One 
of them is a curious-looking canopy of marble, supported 
by four slender columns, with Ionic capitals, and the old 
monk will tell you that it also came from the Holy 
Land and represents the exactyheight of the Savior. A 
slight investigation proves that he is mistaken. The 
canopy never was outside of Rome, and was probably 
used at one time to measure the soldiers of the Roman 
army. It is 5 feet 11 inches in height. According 
to the best authorities, it was formerly the custom for 
conscripts to march up to this canopy, and those who 
were unable to pass under it were assigned to the pre- 
torlan guard, which admitted no recruit less than six 
feet in stature. 3 

Near by, embedded in the wall, is a slab of red por- 
phyry, upon which the soldiers on Calvary at the time 
of the crucifixion are said to have cast lots for the gar- 
ments of the Savior. On either side of it, also em- 
bedded in the wall, are two beautifully-carved pillars, 


upon a tablet is this inscription: “Et super vestem meam 
miserunt sortem.” 0 

In the chapel ot the Colonna family at St. Peter's, as 
I’ told you the other day, is a column against which 
Christ leaned when he prayed and preached in the tem- 
ple at Jerusalem. It was formerly used for exorcising 
evil spirits, and was inclosed in an iron railing by Car- 
dinal Orsini in 1638, in order to prevent it from being 
chipped to pieces by pilgrims. There is no doubt that 
the alabaster columns in St. John Lateran and this pil- 
lar came from Jerusalem. They were probably brought 
by the Emperor Constantine, for they were among the 
138 columns used in the original St. Peter g. 

Somewhere in the cathedral are two stones of very 
sacred association which were also brought from Pales- 
tine by Constantine, and are mentioned in the earliest 
records of the church. One is the stone upon which 
Abraham attempted to sacrifice Isaac. The virgin mother 
sat upon the other when she brought the child Jesus for 
presentation in the temple. . 

In the baptistry of St. John Lateran is a font In which 
the Emperor Constantine was baptized, and in the Cor- 
sino chapel is a porphyry sarcophagus containing the 
ashes of Agrippa. The chair in which St. Peter sat when 
performing his duties as the head of the church, is sus- 
pended over the great altar in the cathedral which bears 
his name, but the first papal throne, an exquisite piece 
of marble carving, which is badly broken, but stil! pre- 
serves evidences of its original beauty, sits in the clojs- 
ter of St. John Lateran. It dates back to 332, and may 
be even older, and, strange to say, over it hangs a cluster 
of electric lights. _ 

There are many gastly relics in St. Peter’s—the skulls 
and teeth of several of the apostles, the blood of several 
martyrs in little crystal globes, a finger of St. Peter 
covered with rings, a lock of hair from the Virgin Mary, 
the arm of Lazarus, whom Jesus raised from the tomb, 
and, in the Church of the Cross of Jerusalem, is a crystal 
reliquary containing what is claimed to be milk from 
the breast of the Madonna. There is a plentiful supply 
of it in the churches in Spain, and millions of people be- 
lieve it to be genuine. | 
The number of duplicates of these sacred relics is no- 
ticeable, particularly those relating to St. Peter, and the 
rivairy between the churches that possess them is often 
amusing. It ig no joke that two skulls of St. Peter were 
once exhibited here in Rome, and the rivalry became 80

said to have come from the temple of Solomon, and 


bitter that the churches to which they belonged 
to the Vatican about fifty years ago to decide which was 
authetic. Cardinal Antonelli, a great wit and diplomatist, 
Was equal to the situation and assumed jurisdiction of 
the dispute. He examined the skulls very carefully, and 
solemnly declared that there was no doubt in his mind 
that both belonged to the same man. Both were cer- 
tainly genuine. It was one of those mysteries which 
human minds could never hope to understand. He there- 
fore decided that each church should preserve his own 
relic and should respect the claims of the other, because 
it was perilous to question the genuineness of either. 
Solomon never rendered a wiser judgment, and from 


that incident grew the widely-quoted story that the car- 


dinal decided that one of the skulls was that of St. Peter 
as a boy and the other as a man. 

The fact that history, as well as archeologiy, has 
definitely established the site of tue martyrdom of St. 
Peter to have been that covered by the cathedral which 
bears his name, does not deter monks of the monastery, 
of St. Pietro in Montoria from claiming that their church 
stands upon the exact spot, and Ferdinand and Isabella 
of Spain built a beautiful little temple there, which is 
surrounded by columns stolen from the famous house of 
Sallust. Near by the unhappy Beatrice Cenci, whose 
lovely portrait hangs in almost every household, is buried 
without a monument. A _ few grains of sacred sand 
taken with a long-handled spoon from under the altar 
are given to every visitor in a most solemn manner as 
à part of the soil that was drenched by the blood of the 
founder of the Christian church, and the supply is re- 
newed every morning from a pile of sand in the garden. 

This chapel stands upon the top of the Janiculum, the 
point from which the best view of the City of Rome can 
be obtained, and these are not the most remarkable 
stories that are told of it. The attending monk will as- 
sure you in the most serious manner that Noah's Ark 
did not go aground upon the summit of a mountain in 
Armenia, after the deluge, but upon the very hill where 
this church stands. It is now called the Janiculum, but 
was then known as Ararat, and that this fact, being re- 
vealed to St. Peter in a vision, he erected a, cross in the 
very soil upon which the second progenitor of the hu- 
man race set his foot as he stepped out of the ark of his 
salvation. It was the dying request of Peter that he be 
crucified there, and the two great Christian sovereigns 
of Spain, to whom we owe the discovery of America, be- 
lieving the legend, so the monk tells us, erected this 
chapel. 

The slender frame of Leo XIII could never support the 
papal robes or the tiara of his sovereignty, which is one 
of the most costly crowns and beautiful in the world. 
It is customary to crown the Pope upon the portico of 
St. Peter’s Cathedral, in the presence of the multitudes 
that always fill the piazzi on such occasions, and there, 
upon Easter Sunday, the people of Rome and thousands 
of pilgrims assemble to receive the benediction of the 
holy father. In the loggia over the great portico each 
Easter, for nearly a quarter of a century, a pale, white 
figure has appeared seated in a golden chair, and his 
pallor has been the more apparent because he was al- 
ways surrounded by cardinals robed in scarlet. When 
the clock strikes noon all believers kneel upon the pave- 
ment. Leo XIII rises, his emaciated hands are lifted in 
the act of bleesing, and from his almost bloodless lips 
fall a few words, which have more significance and value 
to the Catholic world than any that can be uttered by 
all other men. 

Leo XIII has never worn his tiara, nor th 
sacerdotal robe called the “Dalmatica di 9 
Leone,” said to have been embroidered at Constantinople 
for the coronation of Charlemagne. In early ages the 
sovereigns of the Holy Roman Empire used to wear it 
while serving as deacons at the Pope's altar during 
their coronation mass, but during the last few centuries 


the Popes have worn it as a coronation robe and upon 


great occasions. It is a large cloak of stiff brocade, em- 
broidered all over with pearls and other precious stones, 
weighing nearly 100 pounds, broad enough for the 
stature of the Goliath Charlemagne. The embroidery 
upon the breast represents the Ascension; on the back 
the Transfiguration, and on the shoulders are figures of 
Christ administering the eucharist to, the 


apostles. 
Rienzi, “the last of the tribunes,” committed the sac- — 


rilege of wearing this robe over his armor when he in- 
vaded the Vatican with sounding trumpets and horse- 
men following him, “fantastic and terrible.“ ä 
The papal tiara is made in imitation of that of the 
high priest of the Jews, a triple row of crowns, and dates 


back to 1295, when it was made by direction of Boni- : 


face VIII, and enriched with 48 rubies, 72 sapphries, 45 
emeralds, and 66 large pearls. At the crest was a large 
ruby, which was lost while the Popes were liting at 
Avignon. This disagreeable incident has never been ex- 
plained. The theory is that a dissolute relative of one of 
the Popes seized it and sold it for his own benefit. Since 
that time the mitre has been altered by several of the 
Popes and large numbers of jewels added. Paul II (1464,) 
who was himself an artist nd a great collector of jewels, 
had it made over accordi g to his own design at a cost 
of 200,000 florins; Julius II (1503,) who was not’satisfied 
with this unequaled piece of jewelry, had a famous 
Milanese goldsmith place around the base rows of 
precious stones of such extraordinary beauty that a 
writer of those days says: “If it is permissible to com- 
pare divine things with human things, I will say that 
not otherwise does the celestial vault appear when it 
shines resplendent with planets and stars.” These jew- 
els, according to the teetimony of Pope Julius himself, 
cost $2,000,000. Gregory XIII (1572) added an emerald 
which weighed 440 carats and was valued at $250,000 in 
those days. It was sent to Paris to be exhibited in the 
Museum of Natural History as the finest emerald in the 
world, and was seized by Napoleon. It was not restored 
to the Holy See until 1814. Since then none of the jew- 
els has ever left the pontifical treasury. 

Curiously enough, the Pope's crown was pawned sey- 
eral times during the Middle Ages in order to raise 
money to carry on different wars. Julius II pawned it 
with a broker named Chigi before the battle of Ravenna 
for only $200,000, a mere trifle of its value, and paid the 
debt with a single pearl taken from the crown, which is 


said to have been as large as an acorn. Lorenzo the 


Magnificent of Florence held it for several years as se- 
curity for a debt, and during the struggles with the anti- 
Popes it Some faithful and loyal prelate 
was able to preserve it from impious hands.

Montezuma’s Ball Game. 
N THE ruins of Uxmal and Chichen Itaz, Yucatan, 
there are supposed to have been inclosed immense 
gymnasiums, or apartments where many kinds of games 
were played. Inserted in the longer walls, midway be 
tween the ends and twenty feet from the ground, were 
sculptured stone rings that for a long time baffled 
archeologists as to even a conjectural use.

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Odd Coin Found. 


HE finding of an ancient Chinese coin of a species 

never before seen in this country, according to the 
opinions of the present-day coin experts, has caused 
much speculation in Buffalo, especially among the 
geological students. It was discovered imbedded in the 
glacial clay at a depth of fifteen feet below the surface. 
by workmen at the steel plant. C. C. Conkling, the chief 
engineer at the plant, took charge of the coin, and he 
is authority for the statement as to its location at the 
time of discovery. Mr. Conkling, although not a coin 
expert, appreciated the extraordinary conditions under 
which the copper piece was found, and noted its condi- 
tion. One edge of the coin was noticeably worn, and Mr. 
Conkling says this, no doubt, is due to the action of 
water upon it. . 

The coin somewhat resembles the Chinese money of 
the present day so far as the shape is concefned. It has 
the square hole in the center, but the characters upon it 
differ slightly from those of the present Chinese script. 
The copper piece was turned over to J. J. Albright some 
months ago, and it is said Mr. Albright intends to have 
its date learned, if possible. Mr. Conkling said that 
the coin was found by laborers who were engaged in 
excavating a space for one of the furnaces at the steel 
plant. There seems to be some question as to whether 
or not the coin was imbedded in the clay. The workmen 
say it was, but there is a possibility that it was buried 
in the soft earth and fell into the excavation .after the 
glacial clay had been reached. However that may be, 
the coin is exceptional, and New York experts are said 
to be at a loss to classify it. 

The geological students of this city are deeply inter- 
ested in the coin and the conditions under which it was 
found. If Mr. Albright has no objections, it is said that 
an effort will be made to have the piece sent to China 
for any additional information that may be given.

On his return in 1835 he was invited to become librarian 
of Yale, and subsequently to be professor of physical 
political geography there and secretary of the governing 
board of the Sheffield Scientific School. He was for a 
short time superintendent of the public schools of New 
Haven and afterward secretary of the Connecticut State 
Board of Education. From his post in Yale he was u- 
vited, in 1870, to become the first president of the Uni- 
versity of California, and remained at the head of the 
State University until 1875, resigning to become the first 
president of Johns Hopkins University. 


He has printed a large number of reports, addresses 
and contributions to reyiews. His ideas on university 
and collegiate education have also been presented ia 
articles contributed to the North American Review, the 
Cyclopedia of Political Science and other publications, 
He prepared a memoir of James Monroe for the “Ameri- 
can Statesman’” series, and has edited the miscellaneous 
writings of Francis Lieber and of Joseph P. Thompson. 
Of recent years his most notable work has been the 
publication of a life of James D. Dana, the geologist.

Mr. Dos Passos states 
that “In form the difference between a corporation pos- 
sessing a large and another a small capital is only one 
of degree, but in principle the difference may be deep 


and important and lead to grave results. The question | 


whether the operation of natural laws will be sufficient 
to check these mammoth consolidations or whether it 
is necessary to regulate them by express legislation is 
the problem of the book. Mr. Dos Passos thinks that 
hasty legislation against trusts would lead to greater Ills 
than they would heal. He states earnestly that “The 
American nation is neither in its prime nor its dotage. 
Men may climb into prominence on thé steps of tem- 
porary argument, but those who seek to allure the 


laboring and agricultural classes, or others, inte the ap- 


proval of schemes which have not the sanction of good 
sense, history, judgment and constitutional law, will 
sooner or later come to grief.” The men of America who 
represent its wealth, were in their youth in a large de- 
gree thrown upon their own resources. “By hard labor, 
skill and courage, they have acquired fortunes,” and the 
revolt against the acquired capital of a country means 
only to close the avenues of human industry.

El Paso’s Population. 


UCK’S directory of El Paso has the following to say 
in regard to the pepulation of that city: 

“The question of the probable population of El Paso 

is always an interesting one locally. Opinions differ as 
to just how many people may call El Paso their home, 
but the publisher is convinced that the population may 
be estimated within a small fraction by multiplying the 
total number of 10,700 by two and three-quarters—a 
smaller multiple than is usually adopted for this purpose 
in other cities. This would give 29,425 as the total, and 
all transients excluded. There may be those who hold 
these figures are too high, but in reply to such a crit- 
icism the publisher insists, after having visited ever? 
nook and corner of the city, that his judgment is entitled 
to the greater weight in the premises. As a matter of 
interest it may be further stated that about 55 per cent 
of the city’s population is Mexican, and that 60 per 
cent. of the people live south of Overland street. 
“The showing of population is particularly gratifying 
when it is remembered that there are about seventeen 
hundred less residents in the vicinity of the El Paso 
smelting works this year than there was last, owing te 
the closing down of the works on account of the fire 
last summer. The demand for labor on the El Paso and 
Northeastern, and the El Paso and Southwestern rail- | 
roads has likewise diminished the city’s population 
Both causes combined have caused a reduc- 
tion of perhaps 2500 in the city's population—another 
enumeration this year would have evidenced 22,000 or 
33,000 inhabitants.” 


Sugar Cane. 


CCORDING to the Imperial Press, sugar cane has 

been successfully raised, on a small scale, in that lo- 
cality. The Press says: ; 
“It is not generally known that near Blue Lake, about 
eight miles from Imperial, there is a small patch of rib- 
bon cane, the regular sugar cane, and it may be rather 
surprising to most people to hear that this cane has gone 
through the frosts of the last two months without dam- 
age. 
* y persons familiar with sugar cane have pre- 
dicted that the Imperial Valley would yet find in sugar 
cane one of its most profitable products, one that would 
produce from $100 per year to the acre upward, and it 
is interesting to know that a thorough test is to be 
made this year. A short time since R. Mitchell, foreman 
of a sugar plantation in one of the Hawaiian Islands, 
visited his brother, Henry Mitchell, at Imperial, and se- 
cured a piece of land here. He was convinced that the 
valley would be a fine sugar cane country, and he will 
ship to his brother from the islands about one hundred 
pounds of cuttings with which to test the soil. 

“Sugar cane is propagated from cuttings, each joint, 
when buried, producing sprouts. Absence of hot weather 
on the islands makes slow growth of cane, which takes 
eighteen months to mature there. In the Southern 
States, however, it matures in eight months, and it is 
believed that it will require no longer time here, the long 
hot period being conducive to the best results in grow- 
ing cane. 

“One of the advantages which this valley is expected 
to develop over the usual tropical country is the absence 
of rains. Where rains are abundant there is a tendency 
for the wet leaves to cling about the stalks, causing de- 
cay, and a vast amount of labor is expended in keeping 
the leaves cut from the stalks. In this country it. is 
thought there will be no occasion for this, and the ex- 
pense of growing cane will be greatly lessened. 

“If sugar cane can be successfully grown on the 500,090 
acres being brought under irrigation in the Imperial 
Valley it is not necessary to look for other cultures, for 
the growing demand for sugar in the United States and 
the limited area of land suitable for cane insures an 
abundant market at a good price for all the cane that 
can be produced.”

Sweating. | 
Tr HE following communication has been received 

from Mes. E. M. F. Pomona: 

“Will you please be kind enough to inform me 
of the best method of using the vapor bath cabinet 
through your Sunday Magazine, in Care of the Body, as 
| always read that column with interest?’ 

Not much can be said in regard to the method of using 
a vapor bath. any more than could be said about the 
method cf using a beefsteak. You cut the beef-tcak into 
amall pieces. put it in your mouth, chew it and swallow 
4. when, if your digestive organs are in good shape, it 
will be assimilated by the system. In using the vapor 
path you light the lamp. piace it under the water, take 
off your clothes, get inside, and sit there until you sweat 
— is one of the most rational and effective 
means of curing disease. It is nature's own remedy. 
Ninety-nime per.cent. of disease is caused by the pres- 
ence of poisonous or effete matter in the system. The 
proper Way to eradicate this is to sweat it out through 
the pores. not to make the patient believe he is cured by 
introducing into the system poisonous drugs, which 
produce other symptoms, and make him temporarily for- 

bis troubles, just as a mustard plaster, applied to the 
email of the back, will for a time divert the attention 
of one who is troubled with an attack of neuralgia. 

How often does nature chow us the benefit of sweat- 
ing. it frequentiy hapyens that the case of a fever 

looks desperate, When he breaks out into a pro- 
(use perspiration, and immediately begins to recover. 
That is one Of nature's hints, which so many. people fail 
to observe. 

Tee system of curing disease or promoting health by 

@ sweating is almost as old as history. Two 
Wos years ago, the Romans were far ahead of the 
Americans of today, in this respect. Wherever there are 
traces of Roman occupation—in France, in Germany, in 
Britala, m Spain, in Africa and in other countries—the 
aetiquarian digs up remains of beautiful and costly 
baths, where the sweating process was an important 
part of the process. Long before Columbus discovered 
Americajthe natives of this country were in the habit 
of making periodical trips to their sweat baths, on the 
banks of a river. They consisted of smal] wicker huts, 
in which heated stones were placed, upon which water 
was thrown, to create steam. The Indian then entered 
and closed the opening behind him, remaining there until 
he was parbolled, when be would run out and plunge 
into the running water. 

During the past few years the sweat bath has been 
brought to the homes of the people by a useful and con- 
venient vapor cabinet arrangement. They are inexpen- 
sive. and may be purchased for a few dollars at almost 
any drug store. In using them no hard and fast rule can 
be given, as that must depend upon each individual case. 
Two or three times a week is about enough to use them, 
in case of sickness. Then they may be used once a week. 
It is impossible to give a general rule in regard to the 
leneth of time which a person should pars in the cabinet. 
Some people will sweat freely in less than fifteen min- 
utes, while others may have to wait more than an hour. 
The main thing is to induce a free perspiration. Then, 
on leaving the cabinet, the patient should sponge him- 
pelt rapidly over with cold water, and take a good rub 
down, 80 as to avoid the risk of achill. The danger from 
catching cold after a sweat bath is, however, greatly ex- 
aggerated. The system, being then relieved of poisonous 
and effete matter, is much less likely to be subject to a 
chill than before the bath. The cold sponge should; 
however, never be neglected. 

It is a good idea, after the Lath, to rub the body thor- 

oughly with pure olive oil. In case of rheumatism, 
eucalyptus oil may be substituted. It is gery efficacious 
ia this ailment. and has been used for &nturies by the 
Wies of Australia. Some people add to the water a 
little eucalyptus oil, pine needics, or something of that 
Bind, but the benefit of such adjuncts to the bath is 
‘mainly imaginary. 

An improvement on the hot air and steam methods of 
inducing perspiration has been introduced during the 
past few years, in the shape of the electric light bath, 
Which was described in this department several months 
ago. It not only produces perspiration at a much lower 
temperature than is necessary in the case of steam or hot 
air, but it is also claimed that the electric lights, which 
are incased in blue glass, have a decidedly stimulating 
Gnd healing effect on the body.

They also contain nearly 13 
per cent. of carbonate of soda. This, doubtless, ac- 
counts in some measure for the efficacy of the waters, 
when used externally. It is a common practice for phy- 
sicians to order a mixture of soda with the water in 
bathing, and doubtless good results might be obtained 
in this way at home, although the change of sc:nery and 
surroundings would be lacking. 3 

The water at Carlsbad is used both externally and in- 
ternally. At first. it was only used for bathing purposes. 
In early days the cure at Carlsbad was quite an under- 
taking. It was known as the “‘skin-eating cure,” and it 
required that patients should pass the greater part of 
the day in a luke-warm bath, with occasional short in- 
tervals of repose, until the outer skin was seftened and 
consumed by the operation of the water. The drink cure 
was introdticed in 1520. Patients were required to drink 
from forty to fifty, or even as many as seventy glasses of 
water a day, and at the ame time to carefully observe 
directions as to the mode of living. Gradually, in the

IN NESTING TIME. 


HOW THE HOMES OF SOME OF OUR 
BIRDS ARE BUILT.

ALKING through the new growth of alfilaria and 

grass on a sloping bit of hillside near my home 

a few days ago I flushed a little lark from her 
pew-made nest, and then and there realized more than 
ever that spring was at hand. Balmy days sweetened by 
winds blown o'er unknown acres of wild flowers heavy 
with the labored hum of myriad bees have been mine 
for the asking of late; but think of it, the end of Feb- 
ruary and the birds nesting. A week ago the crows 
were calling through the leafless walnut groves—and 
that is about the only way we Southern Californians 
know winter—by the migrations of the birds. I stopped 
and looked and listened. The little nest, woven with so 
much care and placed in the hollow left by the track of 
some wandering horse, held but one egg, stone gray in 
color, but heavily dotted with brownish spots and 
blotches. How worried the little mother seemed as she 


hopped from clod to clod, begging me with plaintive 


chirps not to touch her treasure, while her lordly spouse 
poured forth a vainglorious roundelay from a little rock 
gome ten feet distant, seeming to challenge me to pur- 
sue him. On my refusing to be either cajoled by her 
or bluffed by him, they both rose straight into the air, he 
singing as he went, after the manner of his English rei- 
ative, the skylark. 

After a while, however, her anxiety overcame her pru- 
defice, and she dropped until she hung, fluttering in mid- 
gir, directly over the mest. I suppose she saw that her 
home was undisturbed, for she quietly flew to a little 
bare space on the hiliside and began picking up s¢eds 
with a nonchalance that astonished me.

One of the largest of our familiar 
coast birds, the pelican, builds no nest~—or a very poor 
one of sea weed at best—sitting on its two or three huge 
white eggs in a little hole in the sand. In some islands 
such as the smaller of the Florida Keys, where these 
huge birds nest in great numbers, one old bird is often 
seen sedately covering four or five eggs while her next- 
door neighbor—whose eggs have rolled over into the first 
lady's nest—is sitting on nothing. But there are sea 
birds—such as the man o' war or frigate bird—which 
build their nests in low bushes and even at some height 
in the trees growing on the islands they inhabit. Such 
nests, however, are seldom more than mere platforms of 
coarse sticks with rim enough to prevent the single ess 
from rolling off. 

In the far Laysayan Islands in the 
Ocean are the summer home of the gannets, 
shearwaters and albatrosses—which last is the most 
powerful flier in the world. Here these birds nest sc 
thickly that a person cannot walk about without step- 
ping on birds or eggs. The parent birds are very cour- 
ageous and, the islands being inhabited, not afraid of 
man in the least. Up to a few years ago, the Farallon

mest holds two eggs, so I presume their opinion of me 
has improved upon acquaintance. 
Yet theirs was only one example of many homes now 
being built in our groves and hedges and fields from 
mountain tops to sea coast. Many of these are beauti- 
ful, some actually artistic, and all are useful. Each 
bird seems to know and appreciate the surroundings of 
Ws home, taking advantage of every natural hiding 
place or inaccessible position. The dove, so often the 
Prey of the hawk or eagle, places its nest with a view to 
@xaping the keen eyes of its hereditary enemies, who, 
ia their turn, build their nests in the top of lofty trees 
or on inaccessible cliffs, whence they can survey the 
surrounding country, keeping out a watchful eye for 
game. The hawk and eagle must trust to the unap- 
proachableness of their nesting sites to protect them 
from man, their only enemy. Animals will not eat the 
young of predatory birds nor will snakes suck their eggs. 
Some birds of prey do not build nests, laying their eggs 
on the floors of caves or even on the bare ground un- 
derneath a sheltering bush. To this class belong all the 
Vultures, including the huge California condor and the 
lesser turkey buzzard. None of the owls make any at- 
tempt at nest building unless it be the little burrowing 
owl. which lines the underground chamber in which its 
eges are laid with bits of straw and rubbish. Some 
birds. such as the long-eared owl, lay their eggs in the 
nests of crows and hawks, hatching their young before 
the rightful owners are ready to lay their eggs. Many 
hawks occupy the same nest year after year if undis- 
turbed, while most raptorial birds return to the same 
locality each spring to rear their young. The picture 
shown herewith represents accurately a typical nest of 
a common hawk, coarse sticks and twigs rudely inter 
woven into a floor whereon an upper nest is built of 
finer materials for the reception of the two, three or four 
eggs as the case may be. 

Like the birds of prey, many species of sea birds build 
little or no nest, though some, such as the grebes, weave 
elaborate floating homes on which they ride all night, 
peddling about their pond or remaining anchored in the 
bes along its edge. The puffins, auks, murres and 
Petrels, peculiar birds which nest on rocky islets, lay 
their single egg in caves and burrows either natural or 
éug by themselves. Some of the gulls build nests out of 
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that they possess a peculiar gloss, like that seen on the 
glass nest eggs commonly used by poultry raisers. 

| Hummingbirds, besides being the smallest of our 
North American birds, build the most dainty of nests. 
So compact and firm are their tiny hones that one writer 
has likened them to small sponges set by fairy hands 
on the branches of suitable trees. They weave these 
nests of plant down using spider webs and a saliva. 
which exudes from their mouths to bind and cement the 
whole together. One species, the black-chinned hum- 
mingbird, uses, almost entirely, the yellow down from 
the under side of sycamore leaves, and its nest is, con- 
sequently, of a golden yellow color, which blends so 
well with leaves and general color of the sycamore tree 
in which it is usually placed that its discoverey is al- 
most impossible. They are courageous little fellows, 
these hummingbirds, and can be studied at close range 
with the camera or with the unaided eye, if their home 
is approached quictly, and their domestic affairs not in- 
terfered with. Their eggs are two in numer, pure 
white and about the size of a “navy” bean. ; 

Some of the larger birds, like the mockers, jays, 
butcherbirds, robins and many others, build coarse yet 
artistic nests, while Nature seems to take especial de- 
light in presenting beautiful contrasts between egg and 
nest. Birds which lay dark eggs almost always use 
light-colored materials in making their nests, and vice 
versa. The little bush-tits are among the most scientific 
of nest builders, thongh the orioles and vireos—birds 
which Weave pensile nests—are also good architects. 

Of swallows ‘there are several species besides the fa- 
miliar “mud-daubers” so well known in our boyhood 
days. Some, like the tree and violet-green swallows, 
make their homes in hollow trees, while others, such as 
the bank and rough-winged swallows, dig holes in the 
faces of the dirt cliffs or make their nests in cracks of 
rocky ledges. And so on, ad infinitum—every bird has 
a way of its own in which to choose its nesting place 
and build a cradle for its eggs. HARRY | H. DUNN.

JERUSALEM COINS. 

In all the European collections of coins they were for 
a long time classed as Mohammedan coins. It was for- 
merly one of the great problems in numismatics to ex- 
plain the non-existence of any coins of the Latin king- 
dom of Jerusalem. Many,coins struck by Christians in 
the Holy Land are still erroneously supposed to be Arab 
coins. In the thirteenth century some Christians were 
wounded in their consciences by the minting of such 
coins with the Moslem religious texts. Pope Innocent 
iV forbade it under penalty of excommunication. Saint 
Louis forced a modification, so that a Christian legend 
replaced the Moslem text, and a minute cross was in- 
serted in an inconspicuous place. But the Aral let- 
ters were still retained for the legend, in order not to 
shock the feelings of the natives, with whom they wished 
to carry on commerce. It is also very interesting tc 
note that some of the Mohammedan rulers adopted a 
similar device in order to further trade with the Chris- 
tians. On coins of the Urtukis, for example. a petty 
dynasty of some crusading fame that ruled a few for- 
tresses in Mesopotamia, we meet with not only the fic- 
ures of Byzantine emperors, but those of Christ and the 
Virgin, with mangled inscriptions of Christian import. 
Figures of a similar character also appear on the coin- 
age of the Ayyubis (Saladin's Kurdish house,) and that 
of the Beny Zengy of Mosul and Syria, together with the 
earliest known representation of the two-headed eagle, 
which has since obtained high favor in Europe.—Ilu- 
ternational Monthly.

while a bird's nest in a pudding dish is obvious. 

Venison is represented by a piece of paper where 
VN“ ison. Four gloves lying side by side are “pears;” 
the day of the month and year comprise the “dates,” 
while the photographs of two pretty girls are of course 
immediately recogaized as “peaches!” Some small iron 
nuts and a cake of yeast tell one that “nuts and raisins” 
have come, while a clock spring in a glass of water 
vouches for the “springiness” of the water! . 

This will be found to be a peculiarly economical menu, 
as one article of each kind answers for the entire party, 
it being passed to each in turn. 

If the hostess should prefer to combine a little guess- 
ing contest with her menu, little blank place cards, to 
which programme pencils are attached by gay ribbons, 
may be provided, and at the conclusion of each course 
the guests fill in the blanks to the best of their ability. 
At the close of the feast (7) the cards are collected and 
corrected, or merely exchanged, while the hostess reads 
the menu correctly. To the lady identifying the largest 
number of viands correctly may be awarded a chafing 
dish, or, if this be found too expensive, a pretty spoon or 
doily—anything appropriate to the table may be given, 
while a stein is appropriate for a man's prize. The con- 
solation for the lady should be a small cook book, with 
the admonition that she study it well, that she may be 
able better to recognize certain delicacics when they are 
again placed before her. A miniature fishing rod may 
form the consolation for the unlucky gentieman, with 
the delicate hint that fish is good brain food! Another 
consolation prize I have used is a tiny basket of beans, 
labeled, “What some people don't know!” 

While the guests are still at table, the “sure enough” 
collation may be served. 

Another form of entertainment which creates no end 
of morriment is a “passing party,” and it may either 
form the feature of the evening or be used to supplement 
the mysterious dinner, as the motif is not unlike. 

In this, each guest provides a “souvenir of the occa- 
sion.” When inviting her guests, the hostess requests 
each to bring some trifle—an old vase, a discarded cup 
and saucer, a dull knife, anything which he himself has 
had long enough. (Of course new articles may be pur- 
poem for the affair, but the old. ones really make more 
sport, 

Each object is brought securely and its 
identity kept an intense, deep and woefully mysterious 
secret, even the shape, if it be in any way telltale, being 
changed by conscientious padding. When ready for the 
fun, the guests are seated, each with his own parcel. At 
a signal from the hostess, someone begins playing the 
piano, and as long as the playing continues, the parcels 
are rapidly passed from one to the other about the room.

Some of the articles may be really pretty, while others 
may be remarkably funny. They will probably vary 
from a pin cushion or a vase to a discarded box of liver 
pills or an old toothbrush!

This form of amusement is particularly good for the 
guests in a large boarding-house or for a church social, 
where it is very difficult to provide a mode of entertain- 
ment for a large company, the exact number of whom 
cannot be known till the guests are assembled. . 

A method similar to this was employed last season, in 
several instances, at some card parties given at a couple 
of large boarding-houses, where it would have become 
a burden for the management to provide a set of prizes 
each time. It was understood that each one entering 
for the games should contribute a fee in the form of 
some little trinket, in one instance the price limit being 
placed at 25 cents. The articles were wrapped and placed 
upon a long table. At the conclusion of the games the 
highest scorer had first choice, the second next, and so 
on, till the cenclusion of the list, when the consolation 
of Hobson's choice was left the unlucky one whose score 
was the lowest. 

A fairer way, however, is to place the articles without 
wrapping, as it is but just that the prize winners should 
really have the choice. 

Ever since the time when, as children, we “stuck in 
our thumb and pulled out a plum,” in the form of some 
simple trifle from the Jack Horner pie occupying the 
place of honor at some juvenile merry-making, has the 
joy of drawing a “prize package’ quickened our pulses 
and made our hearts to “leap for joy: so that this ev- 
erybody-gets-a-prize kind of an affair will never cease to 
be popular. An arrangement of this kind not only en- 
genders much merriment, but serves to make people ac- 
quainted with one another by means of the free masonry

FRUITS FOR THE COMPLEXION. 


CAUSE OF UNUSUAL BEAUTY OF DEVONSHIRE 


LASSIES ATTRIBUTED TO FRUIT EATERS. 
By a Special Contributor. 


An eminent scientist declares that “we shamefully 
neglect the best of all food, in eating and drinking so lit- 
tle fruit,” and adds as regards cooked fruit, “jam for the 
millions, jelly for the luxurious, and juice for all.“ An- 
other writer attributes the unusual beauty of the 
“Devonshire lassies” to the fact that they are great fruit 
eaters and counsels all who desire like them “a (fair 
countenance,” to follow their example. 

The tart variety of evaporated cherries yield a de- 
licious juice. They should be well washed, soaked over. 
night, steamed gently until all the goodness is extracted, 
then the fruit strained out and the juice sweetened. 
Tamarinds may be used in the same way, the pit only 
rejected, and give a delightful flavor peculiar to them- 
selves. With these and juices of other evaporated fruits 
as foundation, any surplus from canned or preserved 
fruit should be added, and also oranges, with white and 
tough parts removed, should be cut in bits and stirred 
in. Prunes are also very good. They should be soakéd 
in water over night, peeled, the pit removed, the meat 
cut in bits and added. The whole should now be brought 
to the boil and stewed gently until evenly sweetened. 
The amount of sugar must be determined by tasting. By 
watching the market a ripe pineapple may be bought for 
10 or 15 cents, and is always a delicious addition. After 
peeling it may either be shredded or cut in bits. 

This macedeoine is good with buttered wafers, or brown 
bread cut in very thin slices and buttered, and makes a 
delightful sauce for ice cream. In cold weather it will 
keep for several days, but when wine or spirits are 
omitted, must be carefully watched. If found to show 
signs of “working,” it should be boiled up again, when 
it will keep a little longer. 

A delicious concoction, rightfully named “lumps of 
delight,” may be made by adding to the above (which 
should be of a rich ruby color.) a tablespoonful of 
granulated gelatin toa cupful. The bits of fruit may be 
retained or not, as liked. After adding the gelatin, spread 
the mixture about an inch thick and put unt I firm, 
when it is ready to be cut in squares. If desired of an 
amber tint, use only the juices of fruit Of this color. 
‘When using oranges or lemons be sure to boil up with 
the juice enough of the yellow skin only to give flavor 
and color. Remember it is the white that contains the 
bitter oil and avoid it carefully. 

The very “zest” of the orange flavor may be caught 
and imprisoned in a beautiful amber jelly and once this 
is tested the tame, pale, lemon variety will be no longer 
endured. The perfection of this jelly is attained by using 
both oranges and lemons, but as the flavor should be 
given unmistakably by the former, the title is no mis- 
nomer. It is made as follows: For a quart of jelly, al- 
low three oranges with deep yellow sking and two lem- 
ons. Soak half a package of gelatin in the juice, but be- 
fore pressing the fruit grate carefully, ali the outside, so 
that no white comes away. Cover this grated peel with 
a quart of cold water, softened with a pinch of bicar- 
bonate of soda, bring gradually to the boil, and simmer 
for five minutes. Add a teacupful of sugar to the soaked 
gelatin, then strain into it through a flannel bag, or 
fine sieve, the hot orange and lemon water, stirring the 
while. If the oranges are right, the color should be

have light skins, a few drops of burnt sugar Siam 
casionally be necessary.

Within, the bag is divided, along its leathern walls, in 
flat compartments, on which, in gilt letters, is stamped 
samples, hairpins, cards, fountain pen, pencil, shopping 
list, mirror comb and smelling salts. The center of the 
bag is left free to hold parcels, and as the bottom of the 
bag pulls out like a bellows, a most amazing number d 
small things can be crammed in without overtaxing its 
capacity.

RESERVED RAILWAY SEATS. 


ACCOUNT OF A REFORM ABOUT TO BE TESTED 
UPON ROADS IN FRANCE. 


[London Telegraph:] The proposal of the Western of 
France Railway Company to adopt a system of reserv- 
ing seats in passenger trains by the issue of duplicate 
numbered tickets has naturally attracted considerable 
es in railway circles in this country. For the 
moment it is difficult to find officials who wil) express 
a definite opinion on the merits of this particular plan. 
The traffic staffs at most of the metropolitan termini 
are expecting to be invited by their superior officers to 
report their views on the adaptability of the plan to 
English railways, and until these documents have been 
sent in they feel called upon to maintain a certain reti- 
cence. 

One experienced superintendent, without pledging 
himself to the exact method disclosed, remarked: 
“Every station master In England will welcome any 
simple plan which will obviate some of the unpleas- 
antness that now arises from want of a recognized sys- 
tem.

The insular prejudicas which 
so many English people have when traveling would al- 
ways lead them to take the law into their own hands 
and cheat the best-intentioned regulations. 

“You know.“ he proceeded, with a smile, as his recol- 
lections of the tricks played flitted across his mind, 
“the real trouble does not arise so much from the re- 
serving of a particular seat. Many of our passengers 
are not satisfied with a single seat—they want a whole 
compartment. We have scores of season ticket holders, 
who are city chums, who travel by the same express 
nearly every day, and who expect the same compart- 
ment kept for them throughout the year. If any of our 
platform men allowed a stranger to intrude upon them 
there would be an awful row. These season-ticket 
holders would not take out a reserved-seat ticket every 
time they traveled. It would be an intolerable nuisance 
to them. Is the casual passenger, who does obtain the 
reserve label, to have the right of appropriating one 
of these unnumbered seats? That is one of the difficul- 
ties I foresee. Again, if a passenger does reserve one 
seat there is nothing to prevent him smothering one 
side of the compartment with bags and wraps as a de- 
terrent to others to enter. Of course, you may move 
them for him; but you know what that means.

THE UNINVITED TOURIST.

Not the genial gentleman from New York or Chicago, 
who migrates luxuriously across the mountains in his 
special car for a bit of an outing, and presently goes 
back again to his daily duties, with a street railway, a 
water and light plant, a mine or some such bauble in 
his pocket as a souvenir of our sunny land; nor yet the 
sturdy son of industry who, with his family, comes to 
till our fertile acres; none of these—but the picturesque 
individual, particularly in evidence at this time in the 
year, who comes by means of box cars, on the engine 
pilot, or even more humbly, by grace of his own loco- 
motive energy. He is commonly called the tramp, or 
hobo, but if you consult him you will find that these 
two terms are not his own most-favored way of naming 
himself. In his special parlance, he is either a “bum” or 
a “bindle-bum,” as the case may be. He is one of the 
two, but he can never be both. For the two classes are 
as wide apart as the antipodes—or, more accurately 
speaking, as distinct as royalty is from serfdom. 

The bum is an aristocrat. He travels by rail, he car- 
ries no blankets, he eats at the stations.“ he does not 
work. As a general thing the green isle of Erin is re- 
sponsible for his being, although once in a long while 
you will find a full-fledged German, English or even an 
American bum. He is in his profession for revenue only, 
and neither law nor conscience can prevail to alter ulis 
habits. He has an eye to his own advantage, and he 
never fails to make the most of any chance to turn a 
dishonest penny. His brother, the bindle-bum, is his 
lawful prey, and his main subsistence comes from the 
occasional lapsés into real work of which the latter

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so on the railroad or a new water system, and as a re- 
sult has a few dollars in his jeans, he almcst invariably 
shares them with his superior, the bum, either because 
that gentleman begs and wheedles them into his posses- 
sion, or obtains them by threats or—more expeditiously 
still—appropriates them bodily while their lawful owner 
sleeps the sleep of honest toil. 

It is the bum, rather than the bindle-bum, who has 
given his stamp to the fraternity, because it is his 
mind which dominates his lesser brothers. Wherever 
they associate—and they have the gregarious instinct 
unusually developed—it is he who plans and the others 
who execute, whether the enterprise be a robbery or a 
simple foraging tour. To be sure, the aristocrat himself 
not infrequently joins in the pleasures of the forage, 
for he often possesses the gift of securing alms to a re- 
markable degree—and it is a real gift, as genuinely an 
endowment of nature as eloquence or music or any other 
unusual talent. How to secure the greatest number of 
“hand-outs,” with the least number of “set-downs,” as 
you canvass the back doors of a city for the benefit of 
ten or a dozen of your fellow-tourists who are desirous 
of a provisioning that will last them to the next town— 
this requires a dexterity, tact and skill of no mean or- 
der. A tramp seldom travels singly. He usually quad- 
ruples himself, if possible, at the least, and it often hap- 
pens that six or ten will be planning to migrate to- 
gether. 

A victualing is essential, of course, and just here the 
genius of some impromptu leader comes to the surface. 
He marshals his forces, looks them over and assigns to 
each the duty which his well-seasoned judgment recog- 
nizes as most fitting, while he selects for himself the 
most picturesque and least arduous task; the town is 
apportioned among the best beggars, one or two others 
commissioned to go with them and help in bringing 
back the spoil, another is detailed to take the few cents 
which are produced from various hiding places in their 
clothing, and with this capital, to dicker“ for as much 
meat as his skill at bargaining will avail to secure from 
the butcher, and still another arranges for the prepara- 
tion of the glorious stew, or “Mulligan,” as they term it. 
into which the meat is to be converted; for, be it known 
to the uninitiated, that all up and down the coast are 
reguiar stopping places, which might be known as eat- 
ing stations, where for a few cents enough meat can be 
had to concoct a very respectable Mulligan,“ and where 
for a few more cents, some cook who has seen better 
days before, can be secured to prepare the royal dish. 
The stations are regularly visited by the tramps, and 
during the busy season, the cook concocts many a “Mul- 
ligan” for hungry parties of bums. As soon as the mem- 
bers of the foraging company begin to assemble, the ar- 
rangement of the feast commences. 

All “feed” that can be carried on the road, such as 
“punk,” or bread, and “dandy punk,” or cake, etc., is put 
carefully away, while the more perishable eatables are 
spread out for the immediate delectation of the tourists. 
When the Mulligan is ready, the hungry travelers fall 
to with a relish, and tuck away such a quantity of pro- 
visions as ought to insure them against want for more 
than one day on the road. If money as-well as food has 
been collected the inevitable bottle appears, and its pres- 
ence postpones the hour of departure very appreciably. 
However, when the time for migrating comes the di- 
vision of plunder is made, rather more equitably than 
might be expected, and the care-free wanderers set forth 
on their journey well content with the consciousness 
that they are as free to pilfer from one another as from 
the community at large, for the far-famed and poetic 
“honor among thieves’’ does not seem to have a place in 
the creeds of the bum. 

The bindle-bum is of different mold. He does not al- 
ways—nor often—lack the vices of his superior, but he 
adds to them the,saving grace of an occasional willing- 
ness to work. His name comes from the fact that he 


in his fraternity, it is looked upon as a token of com- 


parative respectability by the rest of humanity, and it 
even serves as his railroad pass, upon occasion. The 
line of argument in the mind of railroad officials seems 
to be that a bundle denotes a certain amount of self- 
respect, a perceptible staying quality and at least the 


rudiments of regard for . rights. Accordingly, 
when, for instance, a bindle-bum applies at San Fran- 
cisco for transportation to Santa Barbara where the 
company may have a big job in which he is zealous to 
assist, the powers that be size him up by the looks of 
his bundle. If he is thought to be in earnest he is taxed 
perhaps $2, more or less, as the case may be, is given 
a check for his “luggage” and is allowed to travel witn 
it as a sort of accessory to the bundle. Without it, he 
is ignored and his seeming zeal for a job is looked upon 
as a bluff. That the bundle itself is often a bluff speaks 
in for the industry of the bum, but alas, such is fre- 
quently the case. Feeling the need of a change of scene 
and air, and learning that a large railroad enterprise is 
going forward some two or three or more hundred miles 
up the line, he purchases a fifty-cent quilt, stuffs jt into 
comfortable proportions with papers and old rags, ties 
it in the orthodox manner and presents himself, with it, 


“as a candidate for work. For this outlay of fifty cents, 


and a small additional sum, he is transported to the 
longed-for scene of toil, although in many cases he stope 
off at some more desirable city short of his supposed 
destination. Often, however, he goes through to the end 
of the route, gets a meal or two on the strength of the 
probability of his going to work, inspects the job, and 
haughtily announces that it doesn't suit.” If he is very 
hard up, however, it may suit him for a few days or 
even a few weeks, but it is not long before the bindle- 
bum, like his prouder brother, the bum, is ready to seek 
pastures new. . 

Many of these wanderers tour the world. They do not 
lack in observation, and not unfrequently, if one can set 
a tramp to spinning yarns, much interesting and curious 
information will be brought to light. His point of view, 
too, is unique and refreshing, but after an hour or two 
of talk with him, one can not resist the impression that 
his methods of migrating would suit one’s tastes lese 
completely than the more commonplace and humdrum 
ways of getting about, or even than remaining pro- 
saically at home.

A QUEER SCHOOL VACATION. | 


IN ITALY THE SCHOOLS TAKE A VACATION TO 
HELP OLDER PEOPLE GATHER NUTS.

It is said. that the chestnut was discovered by the old 
Romans at a place called Castanea, in Thessaly. They 
called it the Castanea nut, whence comes our name of 
chestnut. Strange to say, they held it in light esteem, 
and the patricians would not eat it, leaving it to the 
common people. And the common people soon found 
cut how good and nutritious it was, and it became a 
regular article of food with them. 

In Italy today the nutting time is one of the important 
seasons of the year, for many of the people almost de- 
pend on the chestnuts for their food. So important is it 
that the schools are required by law to have a vacation 
at that time, so that the children may go out and help 
the older people gather the nuts. It is by no means a 
pleasure excursion, but a regular industry. 

Whole families go out into the hills, and camp there 
fora month. During this time they scour the woods ev- 
ery day, men, women and children, each person having 
a canvas bag suspended from the waist, into which are 
put the nuts as they are picked up from the ground. 
They do not throw sticks and stones into the trees, to 
knock the nuts down, as the boys in this country do, but 
gather only those that have fallen out of the burrs. The 
nuts ripen under the combined action of the sun and the 
frost, and the burrs then open, and the nuts drop to the 
ground. The crop is so abundant that the gatherers al- 
ways find enough to keep them busy. | 

Some of the nuts are saved to be eaten as nuts, but 
most of them are dried and ground into flour; from which 
a kind of porridge, called polenta, is made. Little 
cakes, called necci, are also made out of it. 

The drying is done in buts built out on the hills spe- 


cially for that purpose. The nuts are spread out on the 


floor, and a low fire is kept in the hut to give a certain 
degree of heat, which soon dries them: The drying is 
merely the evaporation of some of the water from the 
nut, by means of the warmth. 6

CHINESE CURIOS, 


NEW COLLECTION AT THE AMERICAN MUSEUM 
OF NATURAL HISTORY. 


[New York Tribune:] When the Chinese department 


in Columbia University, which was established through 


the gift of $100,000 by Gen. H. W. Carpentier, becomes 
operative, it will find a valuable adjunct in the Chinese 
collection in the American Museum of Natural History. 
At the Metropolitan Museum there are also large and 
valuable collections of Chinese art which are of general 
interest, but will be especially valuable to the student. 
The collection of porcelain has been pronounced one of 
the finest in the world. It is made up of many notable 
groups, the principal ones being from the Avery, Gar- 
land, Moore and Smith collections. The Chinese musical 
instruments which form a part of the Crosby-Brown col- 
lection are also highly interesting. ‘ 

The collection which has recently been unpacked at 
the American Museum of Natural History is the first in- 
Stallment of the purchases made in China by Dr. Berthold 
Laufer, who went to the Far East in the interest of the 
museum last June. He will remain in China several 
yegrs, and the works of art, the antiques and curios 
which he will send will be of great value to the student. 
The recent shipment includes a huge carved state bed- 
stead and many costly household articles, which show 
that the Chinese have expensive habits in that direc- 
tion. There are hundreds of paintings which have not 
yet been placed in the cases. These represent the work 
of Chinese “old masters” and artists of the present time. 
The carvings are also representative of various periods. 
In the ivory collection there are many gaming devices, 
and some of the dice and playing cards are beautifully 
wrought. Several cases are filled with “made up” gar- 
ments for men and women. Most of these are elaborately 
embroidered and decorated. Near these are specimens 
of embroidered and painted fans and decorations worn 
by women of high rank on festive occasions. A num- 
ber of shelves are devoted to men’s headgear. The 
folded cloth caps of the peasant, the queer little hat 
of the rustie official, the caps of the great and the small 
merchant, and the fur-bound and fringe-bedecked 
hat of the high official and learned man are nota- 
ble objects of the collection. Near these hats and 
caps are the headdresses of noble women, covered with 
bunches of red braid and silk flowers, and close to these, 
resembling them in many respects, are the gaudy head- 
dresses worn on the stage by impersonators of female 
characters, and a collection of masks, also used on the 
stage. 

Among the “domestic articles” which have been placed 
in the cases, the crude carpenter's tools, primitive scales 
and kitchen utensils will be found highly interesting. 

On the same floor and adjoining the Chinese collec- 
tion is the Korean exhibit, which contains a fine model 
of a Koreas farmhouse, specimens of agricultural and 
household implements, and many articles of dress used 
by the Koreans, together with weapons of war and the 
chase. The Chinese department, as a whole, is one of 
the notable features of the museum, and even in its in- 
complete condition will be found a valuable aid to the

and far more the magnificent stretch of the Riva. This, 
thanks to the generosity of Signor Fiorentini, is to be 
altered by the erection of a facade to the church 

of its central position. . 


This generosity seems to be catching, for six months 


ago a clever young architect of Venice offered to the 


municipality as a free gift a design at which he had 
worked with zeal and love, and, it seems, with great 
success. The facade is in the Lombardesque style, of 
which there is such a splendid example in the Church 
of San Zacaria, hard by, and with which it compares not 
too unfavorably. The architect is Signor Pio Agazzi, 
son of the director of the government mosaic works of 
St. Mark’s Church, who has charge of the repairs of the 
mosaics now being so intelligently carried on. The son 
seems to have inherited the artistic taste of his father 
and the practical sense of his English mother, for his 
design satisfies thoroughly the demands of both beauty 
and use. His task was not an easy one, because he had 
to suit his design to certain adwkwardly-placed windows; 
and to a wide space in the second order, where hangs in 


‘the upper choir the splendid picture of Christ in the 


house of the Pharisee, by Moretto da Brescia. The task 
he has, however, most successfully accomplished, and 
his work has met with universal approval, as being 
filling up 
harmoniously the existing blank in the picturesque La- 
goon front. All seemed decided most satisfactorily, but 
just now the usual meddler has come forward with the 
suggestion that the work should be carried on accord- 
ing to the plan of the origina) architect, Giorgio Mas- 
sari; but as this Massari was the perpetrator of some of 
the worst examples of the degraded architecture of the 


elghteenth century it is to be hoped that this ~uggestion | 


will find no one inclined to take it up seriously, but that 
before long Venice, which has felt too often the hand 
of the destroyer, may see some of its old beauty being 
restored to it. 


THE POPULATION OF NEW YORK. 

The population of the City of New York, according to 
the census of 1900, was 3,437,202. Of this number, 1,- 
270,069 are foreign-born, all but about 50,000 being na- 
tives of Europe. Great Britain sent us 365,000, Scandi- 
navia nearly 50,000, the Teutonic countries nearly 400,- 
000, the Latin races 160,000, and the Slavonic countries 
245,000. There are also in town 9000 Asiaticsy 22,000 
Canadians, and about 300 Mexicans. These figures were 
given on January 28, at the conference of the Federation 
of Churches, by Dr. F. H. Wines, assistant director of 
the census. It is matter of frequent discussion how 
many New Yorkers were born in New York. The census 
does not tell that. but its returns do show that 1,892,719 
of the population of 3,437,202, were born in the State of 
New York. Deducting the foreign-born population, and 
this New York State population, it leaves us only 274,- 
414 citizens who were born in other States than New 
York. Of the native American citizens of New York. six 
out of every seven were born in New York State. That 
seems rather a surprising piece of information, for the 
reason that one sees and hears so much of New Yorkers 
who come to New York from Connecticut; Massachusetts, 
California, Maryand, Illinois, Ohio, and lately Pennsyl- 
vania, that he gets an impression that the town draws 
heavily and somewhat impartially from all States. The 
truth is, it draws aspiring, successful, and well-to-do men 


from all over the country, but recruits the bulk of its 


population either from near at hand or from across the 
seas. Poorer people don't come great distances to New
